CIVIL LAW (OBLIGATIONS AND CON- 
TRACTS)—Escrow—An escrow fills a defi- 
nite niche in the body of the law; it has a dis- 
tinct legal character. The usual definition is that 
an escrow is a written instrument which by its 
terms imports a legal obligation and which is 
deposited by the grantor, promissor, or obligor, 
or his agent with a stranger or third party, to be 
kept by the depositary until the performance of.

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Fair trade 


HOULD the Philippines remain a member of the 
World Trade Organization? 

If the fate of our canned tuna exports to Europe 
is any indication, the answer seems obvious. Last 
November, in Qatar, at the start of the so-called Doha 
round of trade negotiations, the Philippines got the wrong 
end of the long stick of globalization. Our canned tuna 

exports to the lucrative European 

EDITORIAL Union market were assessed a 24- 

percent tariff, in marked contrast to 

those of the so-called African Caribbean Pacific countries, 
which were allowed to enter with no tariff at all. 

‘The 15-nation European Union is the largest combined 
market for tuna exports in the world, consuming about 
half of the total. Despite its size, it has the character of a 
young market, growing at a consistent and robust 7 
percent annually, It is easy to understand, therefore, why 
the country's tuna canners and the government see the 
discrepancy in tariff rates as nothing less than a betrayal 
of free and fair trade. 

The zero-duty scheme was designed, in part, to help 
the developing economies of the so-called ACP countries. 
But in giving these former European colonies a leg up, the 
European Union has, perhaps inadvertently, pushed the 
Philippines a few rungs down the increasingly crowded 
ladder of competition. The country is the world’s second 
biggest tuna exporter, after Thailand. But this is not to say 
that, in the tuna export category, the Philippines enjoys 
developed-economy status. At its реак, the value of the 
country's tuna exports reached only about $200 million— 
still a small business by US or European standards. 

Europe accounts for 15 percent of this modest total. At 
a time of a global slowdown in tuna exports, and in a 
trading regime where the United States feels justified in 
imposing a 35-percent tariff on the product, the decision 
to levy a high tariff on Philippine tuna and none at all on 
those from the ACP tests our faith in the very promises of 
the WTO. At the beginning of the Doha conference, Trade 
Secretary Manuel Roxas II did not mince words. “While 
the Philippines subscribes to the theory that liberalized 
trade has the potential of benefiting those engaged in it, 
ош experience since our implementation of the Uruguay 
Round Agreements shows that there is a wide gap 
between promise and reality." 

The 24-percent assessment was a double dis- 
appointment. It came during the first session of what was 
supposed to be a “development round,” meaning a cycle 
of trade negotiations meant precisely to help developing 
economies cope more adequately with both the risks and 
rewards of globalization. And it came about after the 
influential Cairns Group, an agricultural lobby group 
which includes Australia and Canada and of which the 
Philippines is a charter member, conspicuously failed to 
support the Philippine bid for ACP-like treatment of its 
tuna exports. 

Only Thailand, the country’s perennial ally in 
international negotiations, supported the bid, The issue is 
currently under negotiation, and the country and the 
European Union have until April 30 to reach an 
agreement, 

Since the Doha conference, Roxas has more than once 
dared to suggest in public that perhaps the country may 
be better off outside the WTO rather than inside it. “They 
preach one thing, they practice another thing,” he told 
reporters in Davao. The sometimes stark contrast 
between preaching and practice has prompted two 
former Cabinet secretaries, Roberto Romulo and Rizalino 
Navarro, to call for a rethinking of the country’s 
participation in the WTO. They even use identical 
language: the uproar is not "surprising" because “the 
globalization process” has both “winners and losers.” But 
Romulo and Navarro think it is sheer folly to even think 
of leaving the WTO. “We need to stay in the game,” 
Romulo writes, succinctly. “Standing outside and 
watching others write the rules will gain us nothing,” 

To be sure, the very nature of international trade has 
changed, It may be too late for the Philippines, or any 
other economy, to go it alone, to play outside the WTO 
sandbox. What the Philippines needs to do, now and in 
the medium term, is to strengthen its alliances with other 
developing economies, to align its interests with the other 
small players. As in any other playground, banding

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Arrogance from the skies 


LAST January I reported that we in Merville, 
Parafiaque City, were at last glimpsing a glim- 
mer of hope for the solution of our problem 
with the noise and air pollution caused by the 
commercial airplanes flying directly over our 
community. 

This was because, two days after T wrote in 
this column last July about this imposition, 
Sen. Loren Legarda arranged a luncheon con- 
ference with Air Transportation Office Head 
Adelberto Yap and me, with her as mediator. 
‘After our cordial and comprehensive discus- 
sion, Yap promised to take steps to address our 
complaints. 

On Aug. 13, 2001, Rep. Eduardo C. Zialcita, 
our new congressman for Parafiaque City, filed 
a resolution calling for a legislative investiga- 
tion of “the complaints of the residents near 
the airport against the noise pollution caused 
by the arriving and departing airplanes." There 
is as yet no news about that resolution al- 
though itis at least already “in the works.” 

Early this year, I received a letter from Sen, 
Joker Arroyo informing me that the committee 
оп public services, which he chairs, had con- 
ducted a hearing where the ATO head prom- 
ised to take the necessary measures to allevi- 
ate our difficulties, Attached was a report from 
Yap about the steps his office was taking for the 
benefit of the villages affected by the intrusive 
airplanes. 

‘Senator Arroyo also enclosed a copy ofa bill 
filed by Sen. Manuel Villar seeking to provide 
“for aviation noise management and reduction 
їп residential areas” to insure “the constitu- 
tionally protected right of quiet enjoyment of 
private property.” 

With all these assurances, we in Merville 
felt that the end of our ordeal from the abusive 
airplanes was in sight at last. It appears, how- 
ever, that I might have spoken too soon be- 
cause our problem is still unresolved and still 
festering. 

The arrogant airplanes still fly as free as 
birds over our community without so much as 


IWORKED in South Korea for four years as а 
missionary, and one of the first things my fel- 
low missionary, Fr. Ric Dumas, SVD and I had 
to do was to learn the difficult Korean lan- 
guage. The most common greeting of the Ko- 
reans is-"Annyong haseyo?” The first time 1 
heard someone greet me "Annyong haseyo,” 1 
responded, “Ewan ko sa уо!" Little did I know 
then how beautiful this greeting was. It liter- 
ally means "Are you at peace?" 


‘The first greeting of the Risen Christ to his 
fearful disciples was the beautiful greeting 
“Peace be with you" (Jn, 20, 19-21) The dis- 
ciples were so afraid that they kept their 
doors locked, They were identified with 
Jesus of Nazareth, and they were afraid that 
they too might be picked up for questioning 
anytime. In other words, they were afrald of 
death, 

But, there was another fear in each one of 
them. They were afraid of life, Why? Because 
they all abandoned and denied Jesus in His 
darkest hour and here He was alive! Know- 
ing thelr hearts, knowing their fears, all that 
Christ sald was “Peace be with you” and the 
disciples knew they were not alone, they 
were understood and they were forgiven. 

Afraid? Guilty? Listen to the Lord telling 
you now, “Peace be with you,” 


By the way, the name “Jesus” refers more 
to the historical person, Jesus from Nazareth. 
The name “Christ” is used to refer to the Risen 
Lord Jesus after the Resurrection. Whichever 
name we use, all we are saying is that Jesus 
Christ is a wonderful person and a wonderful. 
God. What a man! What a бой! 

‘What a man, and what a guy, too, this Rico 
Yan was! Here was a young man of 27 years 
who lived a beautiful life and had a beauti- 
ful death, He was not afraid to live life and 
to live it fully, He lived the gospel of joy and 
generosity and thus, touched the hearts of so 
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а by-your-leave and, worse, with the permis- 
sion of the ATO. These airplanes are like vul- 
tures waiting to pounce on us once we are to- 
tally defeated, with the administration doing 
absolutely nothing except to give airy promises 
from Yap. 

In his report to Senator Arroyo, the ATO 
chief mentioned several measures he was tak- 
ing for our protection, including the limitation 
of the airplane flights to certain hours in the 
daytime. He specifically cited the agreement. 
with "Air Philippines and Cebu Pacific reduc- 
ing the ‘time window’ for Runway take-offs 
from 10 a.m.-7 p.m. to 11 a.m.-3 p.m. Air Phil 
ippines will reduce to 4 take-olfs (B 737) Run- 
way 13 within the 11 алп.-3 p.m. time win- 
dow. Six DC-9 of the Cebu Pacific will take-off 
Runway 13 within the same four-hour win- 
dow.” 

Either Yap is talking of another planet or he 
is just not enforcing those agreements. The 
planes of these airlines roar over us as early as 
5 a.m. and continue disturbing us even after 3 
p.m. in clear violation of the agreed schedules, 
and not without Yap's knowledge. In between, 
the children are disturbed in school and the 
adults while working or enjoying their right of 
repose. This can be confirmed by any Merville 
resident who has not yet turned deaf because 
of the airplane noise. 

It would appear that the ATO head is pull- 
ing the wool over the eyes of Senators Legarda, 
Arroyo, Villar and Representative Zialcita, all 
of whom we believe to be sincerely trying their 
best to help us out of our difficulties. 1 hereby 
inform them that, despite their efforts, we are

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many people, He was not afraid to give. He 
showed us that it is possible to be rich and

‘The Rico Yan phenomenon is an Indicator 
that we are searching for heroes and role 
models in life, Rico was like an oasis that 
brought a shade, a relief to our dry and with-

The more obvious are the rer 
routing of the flights, the earlier retrofit of 
“hush kits," and the acquisition of modern less 
noisy aircraft, The airlines have objected ber 
cause these will entail more expenses (and rẹ- 
duce their profits). The ATO has benignly sus- 
tained them in the pious interest of economic 
progress and private enterprise. ў 

Other countries are more considerate of the 
people's welfare, which is their principal con- 
сет, The Philippines is different. Our govern- 
ment considers business profits and stock divi 
dends more important than the people's right 
to a wholesome and healthy environment. 

1 have been receiving letters not only from 
Merville but also other communities also sti- 
fing from the oppression of the airlines the 
ATO is coddling. In a later article, shall dis- 
cuss some of the suggestions sent in by read- 
ers from Cubic Homes, Moonwalk Village and 
even Las Piñas. Our companions in misery are 
increasing in number and suffering, but the 
АТО couldn't care less.

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LABOR Secretary Patricia Sto. Tomas said re- 
cently that the country's overseas employment 
program will now give priority to programs on the 
€conomic and social reintegration of migrants. 
Sto. Tomas vowed to make reintegration, known 
аз the “weakest link" in the government's pro- 
‘grams for migrant workers, a primary function of 
government agencies. 

Reintegration is the process of a migrant 
Worker's return to the country of origin, which 
‘must be planned as early as before he migrates. 
‘in preparation for a migrant's eventual return to 
‘his country, the migrant needs to have financial 
"and social capital so that he doesn't have to 
struggle to make a living when he returns, 

‘The reintegration challenge is so immense for 
‘countries that export labor, and the possibilities 
for the smooth return of migrants here are bleak 
(ifa 2001 report of the United Nations Economic 
‘and Social Council in Asia-Pacific is to be be- 
lieved). It is because either returning migrants 
suffer longer unemployment after their return or 
‘their savings from their overseas work are soon 
exhausted, forcing them to leave again to work 
'abroad. 

For this reason, the stakeholders involved in 
Philippine migration are left guessing. To quote 
‘De La Salle University professor Stella Go, 
government's biggest challenge today (while it 
‘eontinues to manage labor export flows) is to 
"maximize the economic benefits derived from in- 
‘ternational labor migration while minimizing the 
‘Social costs that these exact on the individual 
worker, family and society. 

This is why alternatives to migration should be 
considered. To identify what these are, how will 
these work out and how these will benefit both 
the returning migrants and the country as a 
whole, will be the subject of two significant gath- 
erings this April. 

‘The Overseas Workers Welfare Administration 
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(OWWA) and the NGOs, Atikha Inc., Balikbayani 
Foundation, the CBCP Episcopal Commission on 
Migrants and Itinerant People, and the Unlad 
Kabayan Migrant Services Foundation, will o 
nize the first National Conference on OFW Rei 
tegration this April 12 to 13 in Manila. Through 
the conference, participating stakeholders (i 
cluding civil society groups) will be part of a cru- 
sade to draft an integrated and comprehensive. 
economic and social reintegration approach for 
the country's returning migrants. 

‘Atabout the same time, the International Con- 
ference on Identifying Economic Linkages Be- 
tween Overseas Filipinos and Rural Communities 
in the Philippines will be held. The international 
meet, organized by the Switzerland-based NGO, 
Economic Resource Center for Overseas Filipinos 
(Ercof), and the Mindanao Land Foundation 
(MLE), is scheduled from April 10 to 12 in Davao 
City. The activity will gather Philippine and inter- 
national migration and development experts in a 
frank and meaningful discussion on effective 
strategies and practices for the economic empow- 
erment of overseas Filipinos and their families. 

Despite the fact that the reintegration chal- 
Тепе is immense, the two fora hope to transform 
these problems into opportunities for the mi- 
grants and the families they leave behind. Best 
practices of how migrants and their families em- 
power themselves will be featured. 

The two activities also hope to bring in fresh 
ideas on how remittances can be maximized for 
local development. In the Ercof-MLF conference, 


there will be sessions featuring how migrants in the 
receiving countries bond themselves and allot their 
‘earnings for the development oftheir rural commu- 
nities (in what some scholars call transnational 
philanthropy). At the OWWA conference, ex- 
amples of migrants-run social enterprises in the 
local communities will also be explored. 

But more importantly, for a country that has 
relied heavily on overseas employment to supple- 
ment scarce domestic jobs and augment the 
country's foreign reserves, the two activities hope 
to provide incisive and relevant discussions on 
how migration can be maximized for social devel- 
‘opment. The activities feature approaches such as 
cooperative building, micro-enterprise develop- 
ment, self-help movements of migrants and thei 
families, the work of community-based financial 
institutions and development cooperation be- 
tween the migrants outside and the families here, 
For the social aspect of reintegration, prospective 
approaches include the therapeutic approaches of 
NGOs, community-building and even social capi- 
tal (or the trust, mutuality and reciprocity of 
people and institutions to work for a cause). 

The two activities hope to provide answers as 
to how we can productively use the over $6 bil- 
lion in annual remittances, and the ties between 
migrants outside and the migrant communities 
here, to our advantage. The two events offer ex- 
citing areas for action research, for social devel- 
‘opment work and for the empowerment of our 
migrant workers. 

We hope that these activities and the their re- 
flections and analyses will resolve a myth that 
surrounds the development potential of return 
migration. Even while returning migrants face 
problems, balikbayans can transform these costs 
into resources for their own benefit and 
society's— provided they are given correct infor- 
mation, strategic interventions and mechanisms 
for empowerment by the different stakeholders. 


Spectators in their lives 


SOMETHING Rico Yan's mother said at his fu- 
neral Mass resonated with me and my "occupa- 
tion" as a mother. 

"While I was very close to my son," said Cita. 
Castro Yan, "I now realize that there was so much 
about him that I didn't know." From stories told 
her by her son's friends, fans and associates, said 
Ms Yan, she found out that he had touched so 
many lives in so many ways, ways unknown to 
her and indeed had come as a complete surprise 
toher. 

Asa mother of a young adult and a teenager, I 
could empathize. We don't know exactly when it 
happens, but the time does come when we par- 
ents cease being the center of our children’s lives. 
More and more, we are shunted to the periphery 
of their existence. Where, as children, their first 
thoughts upon waking were most likely where we 
were and if we hadn't absconded and abandoned 
them the night before, as they reach their teens 
and adulthood, we might come to mind perhaps 
once a week at best, and only then in connection 
with delayed allowances or the taste of our home- 
cooked meals (tough luck for me on this scorel). 

When do we turn into mere spectators in our 
‘adult children’s lives? No matter how old they are, 
‘even when they up and get married and start 
families of their own, our children remain some- 
how our responsibility. No longer as dependent 
оп us, maybe, but still cause for worry and con- 
cern. But for their part, leaving behind the “things 
of the child” entails abandoning as well emotional 
and psychological—not to mention physical and 


financial—dependence on us their parents. 


HOW do you judge a good parent? A good par- 
entis one who sueceeds in rearing a mature, re- 
sponsible and independent adult. Parenting, it 
is said, is the only job where success is mea- 
sured by how much you're no longer needed 
toward the end. Being "left behind” by our chil- 
dren is a goal we prepare for from the moment 
they are born, 

А friend recently surprised our e-mail group 
by a little essay he wrote about his year-old 
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daughter's transition from crawling to walking. 
“She'll never crawl again,” he said when we 
teased him later about his touchy-feely reflec- 
tion, I didn’t have the heart to tell him that 
from walking, our children graduate soon 
‘enough to running, then driving and before you 
know it, they're sauntering out the door of the 
family home. That's when we become specta- 
tors in their lives. Interested, involved specta- 
tors, true, but no longer central players or even 
supporting cast, 

Twould hate to find out someday that I have 
become the sort of mother whom a daughter 
writes about in her diaries (à la Bridget Jones), 
or who, even in memory, continually comes be- 
tween a son and his wife. I think parents who 
still squat in a major portion of their children's 
consciousness long after these children have 
reached adulthood have essentially failed as 
parents. Our job is to make ourselves more and 
more irrelevant as our children get older. It 
ain't no fun being blamed for neuroses or per- 
sonality quirks long after we've retired from 
active parenting. 

So for Cita Yan to find out that her 27-year- 
old son had so many compartments in his life 
but shared the contents of only a few with her— 
that is not failure or weakness as a mother. It 


is proof that she reared him well. 


IMAGINE observing a Filipino Christmas without. 
singing “Ang Pasko ay Sumapit.” The song has 
become such a big part of the national patrimony 
that it’s hard to imagine someone actually sitting 
down and penning the lyrics and melody. 

Well, actually, in the case of Levi Celerio and 
"Ang Pasko ay Sumapit,” what he did was to 


translate the original Visayan lyrics into Tagalog. 
But as CCP chair Bal Endriga, who grew up in a 
Visayan household, tells me, Celerio's lyrics were 
so much better and more meaningful that they 
became the song that most Filipinos, even 
Visayans, sing at Christmas. 

There must be some meaning in the awful 
confluence of the deaths, days apart, of National 
Artists for Music Lucio San Pedro and Levi Celerio. 
The two had even collaborated on some songs, 
and both had lived so long that in their last years 
many of their countryfolk paid them the dubious 
compliment of believing that their songs had been. 
written by artists long dead. 

After receiving reports that Celerio, then in his 
905, had been reduced to hanging around restau- 
rants to entertain diners, CCP officials, said 
Endriga, began planning a concert as a tribute to 
the National Artist, with the proceeds to go to him 
as security in his old age. But as usual family poli- 
ties got in the way, with his children (from three 
relationships) squabbling over the right to repre- 
sent their father in the negotiations. “We kept 
moving the date of the concert, until Levis death 
overtook us,” said Endriga, shaking his head 
sadly. 


BUT if the country failed to reward them in life 
commensurately with the stature and achieve- 
ments of their talent, the government will do 
what it ean to honor them in death, in ceremo- 
nies befitting National Artists, 

Both San Pedro and Celerio will be honored 
with grand necrological rites at the CCP Main 
Theater before being brought to their final rest, 
As National Artists, they're entitled to burial at 
the Libingan ng mga Bayani, which is where 
Celerio's remains will be interred. San Pedro, a 
proud and loving son of Angono to the end, had 
left strict instructions to his family that his re- 
mains be buried in Angono, beside those of an- 
other proud son of Angono, the artist Botong 
Francisco,

A new norm in international relations 


ISRAEL'S Prime Minister Ariel Sharon has sent 
an army of more than 3,000 soldiers and 200 
tanks and bulldozers into the Palestinian towns 
of Nablus, Bethlehem and Ramallah. Israeli 
forces cordoned off these areas, cut off the elec- 
tricity and blocked all food supply to their inhab- 
йаш. 

‘The aim is to get rid of Yasser Arafat as presi- 
dent of the Palestinian nation. Arafat, now 
trapped in his headquarters in Ramallah, is being 
blamed for the wave of suicide bombers that have 
killed scores of Israeli civilians in the past few 
days. These human bombs walk into the most 
‘crowded public places and detonate themselves 
at will. Their actions, heroic in the eyes of the 
Palestinians but terroristic in the eyes ofthe Israe- 
lis, call to mind the Sept. 11 attacks on the World 
‘Trade Center and Pentagon. 

Israel wants the world to view its action as an 
integral part of the defensive war against global 
terrorism. It invokes the same Bush doctrine that 
rationalizes the American invasion of Afghanistan 
as an act of self-defense. According to this doc- 
trine ("Either you are with us or you are against 
us"), any nation that does not take action against 

"terrorists seeking refuge in their territory renders 
itself open to attack. 

It does not matter that Arafat has condemned. 
every act of atrocity committed by these suicide 
bombers and has called for a cessation of hostili 
ties at every turn. It does not matter that the ex- 

, tremist group Hamas, which has opposed Arafat's 
leadership from the start, has claimed responsi- 

; bility for these attacks. Israel claims that Arafat 
himself is a terrorist, and is the sponsor of the sui- 
cide missions. 

‘The Israelis have cast Arafat and the Palestin- 

n Authority in the role of the Taliban. They must 
be destroyed before Israel can co-exist peacefully 
with Palestine, 

This is the same line that the Bush administra- 
tion used in Afghanistan, and itis also the same 
‘one it is using as it prepares to Invade Iraq.

Stripped of rhetoric, what the line comes down 
to is this: “We will choose your leaders for you, 
and then we will leave you in peace.” This is the 
story of Afghanistan, 

It is а new disturbing norm in relations 
among nations. And it is shocking that the rest 
of the world seems to accept it without question, 
For until recently, it was taken for granted that 
nations have the inviolable right to self-deterini- 
nation: the right to choose their own social sys- 
tem and their own leaders. No nation, no mat- 
ter how big or powerful, could intervene in the 
internal affairs of another. It is the only way that. 
the peoples of this planet, subscribing to differ- 
ent ideologies and responding to the imperatives 
of varying cultures, can live in peace with one 
another. 

We may not like the Taliban—the way they op- 
press their women and other religions—and the 
‘Afghan people may not have freely chosen their 
leadership, but it was the government of the Af- 
ghan nation. We may not like Saddam Hussein— 
the way he treats Kuwait as a province of Iraq ог 
develops bio-chemical weapons—but he is the 
president of an independent country. No nation, 
mot even the mighty United States, should have 
the right to meddle in their internal affairs. This 
isa guarantee they enjoy once they become mem- 
bers of the community of nations. 

Finally bowing to a recent UN Security Coun- 
cil resolution, President Bush has called on Israel 
to withdraw its forces out of Palestinian areas, But 
Bush cannot expect Sharon to listen to him whi 
he himself is busy courting Arab countries to sup- 


port a US campaign to take out Hussein. Sharon 

has vowed to get Arafat's head and to dismantle 

the "infrastructure of terrorism,” and only then 
he withdraw his forces. 

By the standards of the American retaliatory 
record after Sept. 11, Sharon's behavior no longer 
sounds outrageous. This is a most dangerous de- 
velopment in international relations. 

‘The war against terrorism has become a blan- 
ket justification for preemptive strikes against 
perceived enemies, while the United States has 
become the sole judge of who is a terrorist and 
‘who is not. More and more, the United Nations 
has shown an inability to enforce its resolutions, 
and no other country or group of countries is 
strong enough to stop America or any nation that 
plays the bully. America has killed multilate- 
ralism, yet the world has become гоо complex for 
a lone superpower to govern. 

It is obvious from the conflicting signals it has 
sent on the Israel-Palestine crisis that America has 
no strategic vision for peace in the Middle East. It 
watched the peace process break down and failed 
to take any initiative to bring Arafat and Sharon 
back to the negotiating table, But more important, 
its perspective on the Arab world became so col- 
огей by its paranoia about Iraq and al-Qaida that 
it did not see the tension perilously building up 
in the West Bank and Gaza. 

The Palestinian quest for the lands seized by 
the Israelis in the 1967 war has continued in the 
last 35 years. Palestinians have fought with all the 
weapons at their disposal—stones, slingshots, 
guns and now suicide bombers. It has been a one- 
sided war. “Our only weapons against Sharon are 
our blood and our bodies,” Newsweek quotes the 
relative of an 18-year-old female student who ex- 
ploded herself in a market in Jerusalem. It is 
surely simplistic and unjust to describe this devel- 
opment in the Palestinian struggle by the limited 
vocabulary of counter-terrorism.

younger brother of then President Corazon Aquino, as the 
recipient ofa $1-million "deposit" from an Australian com- 
pany that wanted to operate a gambling casino in the coun- 
try. Three of the articles were written by Australian jour- 
nalists who claimed to have gathered the information from 
reliable sources. The rest were written by Chronicle report- 
ers. 

Cojuangco strongly denied the reported pay-off. Her de 
nial was published together with the articles. But that 
not stop her from filing libel charges against Doronila, one 
of the Australian reporters and four other members of the 
Chronicle staff. 

After seven years, the regional trial court found Doronila 
guilty of libel and ordered his imprisonment for one year 
and eight months and payment of a P3,000 fine. He and the 
Chronicle were also directed to pay over P1 million in dam- 
ages to Cojuangco. 

The other defendants were acquitted for insufficiency of 
evidence.

Reversed 

‘The conviction was, however, reversed by the Court of 
Appeals. It ruled that the prosecution did not satisfactorily 
prove one of the elements of libel: malice. 

‘Justices Bienvenido Reyes, Roberto Barros and Rebecca 
de Guia-Salvador declared that Doronila was not moti- 
vated by malice when he approved the publication of the 
articles. 

‘They believed his explanation that he did it out of an 
honest sense of duty to the readers. He wanted to help 
President Aquino stamp out graft and corruption in the 
government by bringing to her attention and to the public. 
the alleged involvement of her sister-in-law in an anoma- 
lous transaction, as reported by reputable Australian jour- 
пайыз. 

‘According to the court, if Doronila was motivated by 
will against Cojuangco he would not have published her side 
оп the alleged pay-off together with the articles that were 
the subject of the libel suit. 

The Court of Appeals further noted that at the time of the 
publication of the articles “the temperament, mood and 
spirit of the Filipino people were very high toward the real- 
ization and fulfillment of their long standing struggle from 
the bondage of media restraints and the desire to suppress 
the evils of graft and corruption brought about by the Mar- 
tial Law regime.” 

Since Doronila acted in good faith in the publication of 
the articles or out of a sense of social duty, the court ruled 
that no criminal liability could be imputed to him even ifthe 
articles may have adversely affected Cojuangco's honor and 
reputation. 

Public figure 

Another interesting aspect of the court's decision was its 
finding that Cojuangeo, although a private citizen, should 
be treated as a “public figure” whose acts, like those of pub- 
lic officials, are subject to scrutiny on matters of public or 
general concern. 

Under ordinary circumstances, a private person can jus- 
tifiably cry “foul” if the press writes something derogatory 
about his personal affairs, even if true. But that rule does 
not apply if the private person is a "public figure” or, in more 
familiar language, a celebrity. 

‘A "public figure,” according to an earlier decision of the 
‘Supreme Court, is a person who by his accomplishments, 
fame, mode of living or by adopting a profession or calling 
gives the public a legitimate interest in his doings, affairs 
and character. In other words, he is anyone who has arrived 
ata position where public attention is focused upon him as 
a person. 

Applying this criterion to Cojuangco, the court noted that. 
“she is the sister-in-law of the President of the Republic of 
the Philippines...and is the wife of Congressman Jose 
“Peping Cojuangco. On her own, Mrs. Cojuangco was very 
well known because she is a socialite and engaged in vari- 
ous civil and social activities.” 

Public figures, like public officials, should not be onion- 
skinned. They can be the proper subjects of criticism or dis- 
cussion on anything they say or do as long as those state- 
ments or acts are related to matters of public interest. 

The court concluded that being a “public figure,” 
Cojuangco had no reason to complain if reports about her 
alleged involvement in an anomalous transaction were 
published by the Chronicle in line with its editor in chief's 
desire to help curb graft and corruption in the govern- 
ment. 

Reminder 

Although Doronila's acquittal took some time—seven 
years at the lower court and another seven years on ap- 
peal—the ruling of the appellate court serves as a timely 
reminder to public officials and public figures to exercise. 
prudence in using the libel suit process as a means to as- 
suage perceived hurts from the press. 

Unless they are certain that the articles that allegedly 
defamed their honor or reputation were motivated by ill will 
or malice, they should take criticisms with an open mind. 
Any doubts about the motives behind a "defamatory" article 
should be resolved in the Дащег favor. 

Public officials must accept the fact that scrutiny of their 
official acts (and in some cases, their personal affairs when 
these may affect their official functions) comes with the ter- 
ritory. It is something they have to live with because the tax- 
payers have a right to know how the people whose salaries 
they are paying are doing their job. 

The same admonition goes to public figures or anybody 
who enjoys seeing his face in the newspapers or being 
quoted in the media. If you get a high seeing your picture in 
the society pages or being asked to give your two cents’ 
worth on the issues of the day, then be prepared to get brick- 
bats or critical statements from people who may not like you 
or agree with your views.

Philippine Cement Manufac- 
turers Corp. (Philcemcor) for 
the imposition of safeguard 
measures against imports, the 
Tariff Commission completely 
reversed the earlier decision of 
the Department of Trade and In- 
dustry to provide an additional 
duty on cement imports. 

The Commission's investiga- 
tion yielded no sufficient evi- 
dence to prove that the domestic 
cement industry suffered serious 
injury from imports over the past 
five years. The Commission 
found that despite the decline in 
production after the 1997 Asian 
crisis, the market share of the 
domestic cement firms remained 
substantial at 87 percent of total 
consumption in 2000. 

Production was reduced by 3 
percent in 1999 and by 5 per- 
cent in 2000. Nevertheless, са- 
pacity utilization increased 
from 62 percent to 73 percent 
between 1999 and 2000 while 
revenues went up from P22.8 
billion in 1999 to P29.3 billion 
in 2000 resulting in improved 
financial position for the indus- 
чу. 

Income from operations 
stood at P2.4 billion in 2000 and 
а return on sales of 8 percent 
маз registered during the same 
year. On this basis, the Commis- 
sion recommended against the 
granting of a 50-percent tariff 
and an import quota initially 
requested by Philcemcor. 

Gement is an essential input 
to the construction industry, 
which is important for housing 
and other types of infrastruc- 
ture, The construction industry 
alone directly employs about 
1.584 million workers while the 
cement industry has less than 
5,000 workers.

‘Smuggling 

The issue actually boils down 
to the collusion of cement firms 
to fix prices. In the process, this 
will only cause cement prices to 
rise and increase incentives for 
smuggling. The obvious solu- 
tion is to allow importation and

This should bring to fore the 
necessity of having stronger 
competition laws and of estab- 
lishing an independent competi- 
tion body to accompany trade 
liberalization.

Managed solution 
However, markets are not 
perfect—and where a market is 
perfect, where there is a natu- 
ral monopoly, or where an indus- 
try is in transition to meet the 
challenges of globalization, then 
the “free market solution” does 
not necessarily produce the best 
results for anyone, in particular, 
the consumer. Rather, govern- 
ment intervention or a *man- 
aged" solution is justified. 

The market for cement is ап 
example of an imperfect mar- 
ket. Due to the nature of ce- 
ment—which has no substi- 
tutes, inelastic demand, and 
high transport and capital bar- 

з to entry—as well as the ex- 
ternal shock from the 1997 fi- 
nancial crisis, the promised 
price benefits for consumers 

from deregulating and 
eralizing the entry of 
imports did not come 
about. On the contrary, cement 
prices continued to go up 
and only importers, in shad- 
owing local prices rather 
than pressuring them down- 
wards, enjoyed big profits. 

Specifically, although tariffs 
have been at an average of 5 
percent since 1993, the price of 
imported cement has been 
pegged at P5 to P10 lower than 
that of local cement; while 
landed prices were around P70 
per bag, import prices increased 
from P103 in January 2000 to 
P140 in October 2001, trailing 
local cement prices which rose 
from P105 to P145. 

In contrast, the provisional 
safeguard or managed solution 
imposed by the DTI in December 
2001 lowered cement prices by 
16 percent to P125-P135 per bag 


In its report, the Tariff Com- 
mission confirmed the actions 
taken by the local cement indus- 
try by recognizing that invest- 
ments made in 1996 to expand 
capacities to meet higher de- 
mand expectations were a logi 
cal decision at the time; likewise 
the option to contract dollar-de- 
nominated loans to finance their 
expansion. These capacity ex- 
pansions required a gestation 
period of three to five years. 

Decline 

The Commission further ac- 
knowledged that the resulting 
decline in market share of the 
domestic industry from almost. 
99 percent in 1998 to 80 per- 
cent in 2001 could be consid- 
ered rapid, sharp and signifi- 
cant, and that the price in- 
creases which started in 1999 
меге necessary to compensate 
for the loss in sales and market 
share. 

Given this background, it is 
regrettable that the Tariff 
Gommission failed to infer that 
the unforeseen financial crisis 
from 1997 to 1999, followed 
by a surge of imports, affected 
the industry's ability to exploit. 
its investments, achieve the 
planned efficiencies that the 
modernized and expanded 
plants could have provided, 
and service its loans. 

Moreover, the Tariff Commis- 

n did not consider that P6.4 
billion in foregone domestic 
revenues experienced by the lo- 
cal industry, representing dimin- 
ished sales in a shrinking do- 
mestic market, did not consti- 
tute serious injury. 

Inconsistent 

The conclusions of the Tariff 
Commission are inconsistent 
with its premises and are based 
on a flawed methodology. Spe- 
cifically, the Tariff Commission 
incorrectly uses: 

1. Export sales as an offset- 
ting factor to declining domes- 
tic sales and market share. 
This is an incorrect calcula- 
tion as injury is relative to the 
domestic marker. Besides, it 
does not properly represent in-

HE DEPARTMENT of 

Trade and Industry re- 

ceived on March 14 a 
report of the Tariff Commission 
on the application for safeguard 
measures under RA 8800 filed 
by the local cement industry 
represented by Philcemcor, 

In its report, the Tariff Com- 
mission found no merit to the 
claim of the local industry that 
it had suffered and continued to 
suffer serious injury from the 
surge of imported cement into 
the country from 2000 to Sep- 
tember 2001. 

The DTI disputes the conclu- 
sions of the Tariff Commission 
оп the basis of an inappropriate. 
framework and flawed method- 
ology. 

In principle, the DTI believes 
that under perfect market condi- 
tions, the so-called "free market 
solution" maximizes value for 
all. Thus, open and fair trade 


2. Clinker production 
figures rather than cement 
production to determine 

capacity utilization. This is i 
correct since the safeguard ap- 
plication is for cement and not. 
clinker. 

3. Gross profit rather than пег 
income as a measure of profit- 
ability. This is contrary to inter- 
national trade cases. 

4. "Operating income" to de- 
termine injury. This is an inad- 
equate indicator of financial 
health as it does not reflect the 
ability of a company to service 
debt. 

5. Inventory levels—specifi- 
cally, that these were low and 
stable—as an indication of no 
injury. Inventory level is neither 
material nor proper as a factor 
since cement has a shelf life of 
six months at most. 

With the negative determina- 
tion of the Tariff Commission, 
RA 8800 restricts the DTI from 
using general safeguard mea- 
sures as a policy tool in this 
case. 

However, since government 
intervention or a "managed 
solution" continues to be ju: 
fied in the short term to ensure 
consumer benefits, the matter 
will be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Tariff-Related Mat- 
ters of the Neda Board, 
chaired by the President. In 
this forum, policy options such 
as the modification of existing 
tariffs and the strengthening of 
competition policy will be de- 
termined, 


to the benefit of consumers, si- 
multaneously providing revenue 
to the government. 

Negative findings 

Curiously, in defending their 
negative findings, the Tariff 
Commission continued to assert 
(despite evidence to the con- 
trary) that consumers would be 
“spared the increase in domestic 
cement prices expected from the 
imposition of a safeguard mea- 
sure.” 

The behavior of the cement 
market described above is con- 
sistent with economic theory. 
‘Academics recognize that in the 
case of the cement industry, 
“deregulation and trade liberal- 
ization, while necessary, are 
not sufficient to ensure that 
markets perform efficiently and 
that their outcomes are reason- 
ably equitable.” 

Although potential competi- 
tion from imports is important 
as a mechanism to control 
market power, “in the case of 
cement, however, this is of 
little practical value because of 
the substantial costs of entry” 
such as the need for bulk han- 
dling facilities and extra han- 
dling costs, The pro-competi- 
tive effects of imports on the 
industry are thus limited.

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Human clone 
effort leads 
to pregnancy, 
reports say 


TOKYO—An Italian fertility spe- 
cialist has claimed success in us- 
ing human cloning technology to 
bring about a pregnancy, the first 
such case in the world if success- 
ful, Japanese media reported on 
Saturday. 

Based on an Itar-Tass news 
agency report out of Abu Dhabi, 
the reports said Severino Antinori 
made the announcement on Fri- 
day in the United Arab Emirates, 
noting that the pregnant woman 
was now in her eighth week. 

Antinori did not reveal the 
identity of the woman nor the de- 
tails of the process by which she 
became pregnant, but said 5,000 
couples took part in the project, 
according to the reports. 

The Italian physician last year 
announced his intention to be- 
come the first scientist to clone a 
human being, but the idea has 
met outrage around the world, 
despite the promised benefits of 
some avenues of research. 

Antinori’s move prompted the 
United Nations to set up a panel 
last year aimed at drafting an in- 
ternational treaty to ban the clon- 
ing of human beings. 

‘The treaty drafting process is 
expected to take years, but Fridays 
announcement is likely to give 
more urgency to the debate, which 
AP began in February. Reuters 
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WASHINGTON—The US military is looking at 
Qatar as a backup location for its Gulf com- 
mand post if it is forced to evacuate the facil- 
ity in Saudi Arabia, The Washington Post re- 
ported on Saturday. 

Citing unidentified defense officials, the 
Post said the contingency plan to move the 
base was intended asa precaution, but did not 
reflect any decision to abandon the Saudi 
base. 

Late last month, US officials denied a re- 
port in the Guardian newspaper in London 
that the Pentagon already had begun moving 
its Saudi-based military headquarters to 
Qatar. 

‘The Guardian reported on March 27 that 
the Pentagon had begun moving the heart of 
its Gulf forces from remote Prince Sultan Air 
Base in the Saudi desert to Qatar because of 
Saudi opposition to a possible US military at- 
tack against Iraq. 

But unidentified officials said at the time 
there were no moves afoot to transfer forces 
out of the kingdom. 

The Post report, however, said the plan 
calls for relocating the base only if it comes 
under attack or Saudi authorities attempt to 
deny access to it, 

Since last fall, the Post said US authorities 
have installed equipment and taken other 
steps to make Qatar's Al Udeid Air Base an al- 


ternate command center, increasing the num- 
ber of warplanes there and raising the troop 
level to about 2,000 in a large military tent 
city in the desert. 

Dozens of US warplanes and about 4,000 
military personnel are still in Saudi Arabia, it 
sa 

While the United States has a major mili- 
tary presence in other areas of the Gulf, in- 
cluding Kuwait and the headquarters of the 
US Sth Fleet in Bahrain, its air command 
headquarters in Saudi Arabia could bea key to 
any new war in Iraq. 

The White House said in January that Presi- 
dent George W. Bush wanted to keep the US 
military presence in Saudi Arabia despite re- 
ported grumblings from Saudis that US forces 
had overstayed their welcome since the end of 
the 1991 Gulf War. 

Saudi and other Middle East Arab lead- 
ers stressed to US Vice President Dick 
Cheney on his visit last month that they did 
not favor any new war with Iraq despite 
Washington's charges that Iraq's hunger 
for chemical, biological and nuclear weap- 
ons posed a threat to the region and the 
world. 

The Post reported that the Qataris have 
made it clear to Pentagon officials that they 
would not seek to place limits on US opera-

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N. Korea agrees to renew 
talks with US, Says envoy 


‘SEOUL—North Korea has agreed to 
revive stalled dialogue with Seoul and. 
Washington, a South Korean envoy 
said Saturday upon returning to 
Seoul from the communist North. 

"The two Koreas "have agreed to re- 
store to normal South-North relations 
that have temporarily been frozen," 
the envoy, Lim Dong-won, said in a 
nationally televised news conference. 

Lim also said North Korean leader 
Kim Jong-il "has expressed willing- 
ness to open dialogue with the United 
States, and will accept a US envoy's 
visit to the North.” 

During his four-day stay in the 
North, Lim met with Kim Jong-il and 
other top North Korean officials to 
discuss stalled inter-Korean dialogue 
and icy relations between Washing- 
ton and North Korea. 

According to Lim, Kim Jong-il said 
he accepts a proposed visit to North 
Korea by Jack Pritchard, a top Wash- 
ington expert on the communist 
country. The date of the US envoy's 
visit will be set in coming contacts 
between Washington and Pyongyang, 
Lim said. 

Lim also said he understands that 
Donald Gregg, a former US ambassa- 
dor to South Korea, either began а 
visit to the North on Friday, or was

LA cardinal 
probed on sex 
abuse case 


LOS ANGELES—Los Angeles Cardinal Roger 
Mahony said that he is under investigation on. 
charges of sexual misconduct allegedly com- 
mitted more than 30 years ago. 

‘The cardinal, who heads the largest Roman 
Catholic archdiocese in the United States, de- 
nied the charges late Friday and said he һай 
never heard of his accuser until informed of 
her claims by the bishop of Fresno, John 
Steinblock, late last month. 

It was the latest accusation in a sexual 
abuse scandal that has rocked the Roman 
Catholic Church in the United States and led 
to the removal of priests in several states since 
the trial earlier this year of defrocked Boston 
priest John Geoghan, who was sentenced to 
prison for child molestation. 

‘The woman claimed that Mahony knocked 
her unconscious and molested her when she 
was a teenager attending a high school he 
taught at when he was a priest in 1970. 

In an interview broadcast on NBC, Flora 
Mae Hickman said she was knocked uncon- 
scious when she was crossing the campus of 
San Joaquin High School in Fresno and when 
she woke up, Mahony was hovering over her. 

“I know people are not going to believe it, 
but it happened to me,” she said. 

a statement Friday night, Mahony said he 
asked for investigations by both police and the 
church. “My personal integrity demands that 
1refute this," he said. 

He said that when he learned of the accusa- 
tions on March 22 he personally asked the 
detective in charge of the city’s Sexually Ex- 
ploited Children's Unit to inform his counter-

"Such false allegations are hurtful and trou- 
bling to me, Yet I continue to pray fervently 
for those who make them,” he said.

BAGUIO СІТҮ-—Тће five Arabs, who 
were accosted by aviation police here on 
‘Thursday for being flown in by a char- 
tered airplane bearing questionable 
documentation, were not deported, con- 
trary to a wire agency report, the Avia- 
tion Security Group (ASG) said. 

Members of the Baguio Islamic com- 
munity also told the Ingumen that the five 
‘Arabs, who arrived for a lecture at the 
Baguio Islamic Center here, were still in 
the Philippines, 

“They have had no trouble with au- 
thorities in Manila despite the embar- 
rassing incident at (Baguio's Loakan Air- 
pore 

“Why should they be touched? They 
were scholars on a lecture tour. (The gov- 
ernment) is being very paranoid,” a Mus- 
lim scholar here said on Friday when he 
checked up on his guests. 

‘An Agence France Press report quoted 
a National Bureau of Investigation source 
who claimed that the foreigners’ char- 
tered plane was observed circling the city 
before it landed at the Loakan airport at 
10:40 a.m. on Thursday. 

One of the passengers was also seen 
videotaping the airport premises when 
he alighted from the plane. 

The plane was carrying five Arab men, 
although only four left Baguio that same 
day. 

The NBI source claimed the authorities 
were convinced that the visitors had ter- 
rorist links and were to be deported im- 
mediately. 

A source from the Air Transportation 
Office said US Embassy officials had 
voiced serious interest in the airport inci- 
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dent because one of the five passengers 
had claimed to have embassy clearances, 
"which he could not produce. 

But the ASG is still finalizing its in- 
vestigation and had not recommended 
any action against the four Arabs, in- 
cluding a certain Hammad Adel 
Sulayman whose name surfaced on the 
Bureau of Immigration's hold-depar- 
ture list, said РОЗ Adonis Bautista, ASG 
duty officer. 

Bautista said they have not received 
any advisory from the BI about the status 
of the Arabs whose identities were only 
established based on an exit manifesto of 
an AvAir chartered plane, piloted by 
Capt, Israel Camino, 

It is Camino who is under investiga- 
tion, said Eduardo Robles, Baguio area 
manager of the ATO. 

Camino flew in without the mandatory 
flight plan, Robles said, But when Robles 
checked with the ATO and the Ninoy 
Aquino International Airport, "Camino 
had listed down two other people as his 
passengers, and not five Arabs.” 

The flights entry manifest listed "Jo- 
seph Khan” and “Emmy Lim.” When 
Camino returned to Manila, he listed the. 
names of Sulayman, Aldalan Nedal 
Falah, Ibrahim A.S. Abdullah and Faizal 
Alkasim in the manifest. 

ASG investigators are withholding the 
name of a fifth passenger, who is suppos- 
edly unaccounted for in Baguio. 

But an INqumen source said the fifth 
passenger was actually a Baguio resi- 
dent, who acted as the guide of the four 
Arabs. 

The source also said at least two of 
their guests only spoke and read Arabic, 
which placed the names on Camino's exit 
manifest in doubt,

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World’s biggest flower draws trekkers

ILOILO CITY—The mountains of Antique 
hold a special appeal this summer due to 
the presence of the rare rafflesia 
(Rafflesiasp), the largest flower in the 
world, 

Found at Mt. Porras in Barangay 
Imparayan at the Sibalom National Park 
in Sibalom, Antique, the flower is attract- 
ing hordes of local tourists. 

The regional Department of Environ- 
ment and Natural Resources is worried, 
however, about the influx of trekkers into 
the site. 

Celso Loriega Jr., assistant executive 
director for operations of the DENR re- 
gional office, urged "strict protection and 
conservation" of the flower that has been 
seen by scores of people since it was 
made known to the public. 

The rafflesia is brownish red with 
white or light spots and sharp spikes at 
the center. It grows up to one meter wide 
and four inches thick, and weighs up to 
15 pounds. 

Parasite plant 

A parasite, the flower has no stem and 
leaf, only roots that penetrate and spread 
оп йз host plant, the alupidan vine. 

From a small, dark bud, it grows to the 
size of a cabbage head and blooms in 
nine months. 

Tt has a repulsive smell, like that of rot- 
ten meat. Flies and all kinds of insects 
roost on its petals to pollinate it 
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The Memorandum for the Development of Mindanao is signed by officials of several organizations, including Paolo

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The flower is in full bloom for five to 
six days, then blackens and wils. 

The DENR said that the Sibalom Park 
is one of the three places in the Phi 
pines where the flower is found. 

Rafflesia got its name from Sir 
Stanford Raffles, the founder of 
Singapore. There are at least a dozen 
species of Rafflesia in Southeast Asia, 
two of them unique to the Philippines, 
“Rafflesia manillana" and “Rafflesia 
schadenbergiana." 

Rafflesia manillana, the smaller spe- 
cies, is listed as highly endangered but 
was sighted at Mt. Isarog in Bicol in re- 
cent years, the DENR said. 

The other species has not been seen. 
since the first specimen was collected in 
1882 from Mt. Apo in Davao. The DENR 
has yet to determine the Rafflesia species 
found in Sibalom. 

Lucky visitors 

Seeing it in full bloom requires a bit of 
luck as itis an unforgettable experience. 
Ап expedition organized by Antique Rep. 
Exequiel Javier on Maundy Wednesday, 
March 27, went to the mountains of 
Sibalom to visit the rare flower. The group 
is composed of some 30 government em- 
ployees, reporters and members of civic 
groups who braved three hours of uphill 
climb under the scorching summer sun, 

They reached the place where the 
flower grows but the blooms have al- 
ready wilted, said Remie Lucencio, a re- 
porter who joined the trek. 

Antique writer Alex de los Santos said 


Rafflesia is locally known as “uruy.” Its 
first documented sighting was on Feb. 
22, 2000 at Mt. Porras, Imparayan, 
Sibalom, by members of The Antique 
Outdoors, an environmentalist group. 

De los Santos wrote that Rafflesia is a 
celebrated biological curiosity in An- 
tique. The local media talked about it for 
days and a photo exhibit of the flower 
was mounted by The Antique Outdoors, 
Tt also sent many Antiquefios planning а 
hike to Sibalom, the only town in Panay 
where it grows. 

Recently it has been drawing visitors 
from Iloilo. 

Appeal to experts 

The DENR's Protected Area Manage- 
ment Board (PAMB) is seeking assistance 
from local experts to conduct a scientific 
study of the Rafflesia to help conserve the 
flower and its habitat. 

Raoul Geollegue, DENR regional ex- 
ecutive director, targets a community- 
based effort to conserve the rare flower, 
He said barangay officials in Imparayan 
are vigilant enough to protect it. 

Tourism regional director Edwin 
Trompeta plans to send a group to the 
Rafflesia site. He sees trekking to the 
Sibalom park asa tourist-drawing activity. 

In a recent launch of Western Visayas 
tour packages, Antique was promoted as 
an adventure destination, with Tibiao as 
anchor. 

Visitors to Tibiao can experience the 
thrill of white water kayaking, canoeing 
and rappelling down a waterfall. 


Estrada in ‘win-win-win’

ho would expect that the endangered tarsiers 
(Tarsius Syrichta), the world’s smallest primates, 
are also found in Sarangani? Even this writer re- 


fused to believe when word about the discovery of tarsiers 
in the province began to spread like a prairie fire. 


Every time I heard news or talk about 
the tarsiers, what immediately came to 
my mind was Bohol, an island-province 
in the Visayas where the Chocolate Hills 
is also found. In fact, ће tarsier has be- 
come synonymous with Bohol. 

Now that belief is drastically changed. 
Tarsiers are no longer Bohol's monopoly. 

saw a pair of tarsiers in the house of 
Junjun Constantino, a plant enthusiast 
and younger brother of Sarangani Vice 
Gov. Felipe Constantino, last Thursday 
morning. 

Аспооп of the same day, during a visit 
to Sitio Ariston in Barangay Poblacion, I 
saw another in the possession of Dionisio 
Sanama, a B'laan native. 

‘The mammal's body was brownish and 
mieasured four and a half inches long. Its 
tail is 10 inches long. 

Back to the wild 
s Sanama narrated that just last month, 
Tewas able to catch three tarsiers hiding in 
bamboo shoots near his house. He, how- 
ever, released the tarsiers back to the wild 
‘afer he noticed that they refused to eat. 
* On March 27, Junjun Constantino 
asked his friend Tinong Lagsila, also a 
B'laan resident of nearby Sitio Ariston, to 
bring a pair of tarsiers to his house to 
prove to everyone that the creatures are 
endemic to Sarangani.

'Constantino's house in Riverside Buayan, 
carrying a pair of tarsiers. 
‚ Lagsila, now in his late 40s, claimed he 
first saw tarsiers when he was stilla small.

{ог the Philippine Tarsier. 
>. Bernard Decir, a houseboy of 
‘Constantino, said “the smaller one is a 
female. We saw them hugging and kiss- 
ting each other every morning." 
f Guiseppe Chiew, a biologist, con- 
firmed that those were indeed tarsiers. 
* But the animals are not only found in 
"Malungon but also in six other towns of 
‘the province. 


Other witnesses surfaced when they 
saw photographs of the Philippine Tarsier. 
"Вай luck’ 

Provincial information chief Serafin 
Ramos disclosed that old-time residents 
of the six other towns have spoken about. 
their own encounters with the tarsiers. 

The natives, in the past, never dare to 
catch or make direct eye contact with the 
tarsier. 

"Our elders reminded us not to catch 
or take mal as pet. It is forbidden. We 
were even told not to look straight into 
its eyes because seeing its tears fall could 
mean an accident or death," Perido 
Kusin, a Tboli resident of Maitum, said. 

For years, this belief somehow helped 
preserve the tarsiers in the province. 

But, lately, poverty and hunger left the 
lumads with no other option but hunt tar- 
siers as an alternative source of liveli- 
hood. They are not aware of the law pro- 
tecting the animal. 

What law? 

When told about Presidential Procla- 
mation 1030, which declared tarsiers a 
protected species, they just grinned. They 
didn't care. 

Ising Wangay, a B'laan resident of 
Sitio Ariston, claimed that easing the ex- 
cruciating pain of their empty stomach 
comes first. Preserving a wild animal 
from extinction is the least of their con- 
cern, he said. 

What matters most to him, he said, is 
to earn a little money so he can buy food 
for his family. 

He disclosed that a certain Monic, al- 
legedly a Protestant pastor, went to Sitio 
Ariston several months ago to buy tars- 
iers. 

Monic, Wangay said, had a buyer from 
abroad who wanted to buy as many as 40 
tarsiers. Wangay said the buyers believe 
that tarsier bones have medicinal value. 

Indeed, tarsier hunting has become a 
lucrative source of income for some 
B'laans.

Wangay even told us not to worry as 
there are still plenty of tarsiers in the area. 

Businessman Christopher Arenso of 
General Santos City was able to buy a 
tarsier at P2,000. 

Omar Oman, a B'laan residing in far- 
flung Barangay Datal Batong, said 
Arenso asked him to bring “a small mon- 
key with bulging еуез.” 

‘Arenso, Oman bared, was apparently 
setting up his own mini-zoo. Several wild 
animals can be seen in his compound 
along the road leading to the district hos- 
pital. 

But Arenso disputed Oman's claim, 
saying "he (Oman) just brought that ani- 
mal here. So we just bought it." 

“Tused to hunt pythons and parrots. But 
mal can be sold at a much higher price 
than other wild animals," Oman said. 

Tarsier life 

Carissa Kubicek of the University of 
Michigan described the Philippine Tar- 
sier as a small brownish or grayish mam- 
mal. Their colors vary, depending on the 
region in the Philippines where they are 
found, 


Basically omnivorous, tarsiers feed on 
insects, lizards and small birds. 

Their goggle eyes, Kubicek said, are 
the largest among mammals. Their heads 
can be rotated 180 degrees, They live in 
tall grasses, bushes, bamboo shoots and 
small trees in tropical rainforests. 

Tarsiers rarely live long in captivity. 
‘The longest recorded time a Philippine 
tarsier has lived in captivity is 12 years. 

Due to trauma during captivity, tars- 

le by banging their 
heads against their cages. 

Inaneffort to protect and preserve the 
tarsiers, Gov. Mike Escobar said he 
would ask the provincial board to pass а 
legislation declaring Sarangani a pro- 
tected area. 

Officials are worried that the onset of 
the El Niño weather phenomenon and 
the eventual shortage in food supply 
will result in the massive hunting of tar- 
siers. 

In some parts of Malungon, like in 
Sitio Ariston, crops are dying due to 
drought.

GENERAL SANTOS CITY—One of 
the two tarsiers (Tarsius syrichta) 
caught in the forests of Sarangani 
gave birth on Saturday, nine days 
after the endangered animals were 
captured. 

Guillermo Constantino Jr., vice presi- 
dent of the Malungon Tourism Council, 
said the baby tarsier was born at around 
б a.m. to one of the tarsiers caught by 
‘Tinong Lagsila, a B'laan. 

It was not yet determined whether 
the baby tarsier is a male or a female 
because examining it might be stressful 
for the new-born, according to 
Constantino. 

Shortly after reports that tarsiers were 
seen in Malungon, Constantino re- 
quested Lagsila to catch one, But instead 
of one animal, Lagsila brought a pair, one 
of which was pregnant. 

Constantino said tourism officials, in- 
cluding Gov. Mike Escobar, at first 
doubted claims that the primates live in 
the province. They were eventually con- 
vinced when they saw tarsiers kept in а 
cage at his home in Riverside Buayan, 
Malungon. 

Trying to protect it from harm, the 
mother tarsier held its baby tightly to her 
bosom. 

The baby tarsier' head is slightly big- 
ger than a PS peso coin and its body fully 
covered with brown fur. Its two huge 
eyes were wide open. 

“Theard the mother squeak during her 
labor. I saw how the mother cut off the 
‘umbilical cord using its teeth, then licked 
its baby's fur until it dried up," 
Constantino said. 

Не named the young tarsier “Tarsius 
Rex,” after Rex Godinez-Ortega, son of 
Inuinen correspondent Christine 
Godinez-Ortega of Шап City. 

Rex, who is also a former Inquirer 
correspondent, arrived at Cons- 
tantino's house a few minutes after 
the primate gave birth. He was in 
Sarangani to do a research on the tar- 
siers. 

Constantino said about a thousand 
tarsiers inhabit the jungles of 
Malungon. This could prove that the 
primates are endemic to the province, 
he said. 

“I saw lots of them when I was still a 
small boy. My mom, now in her early 
90s, also told me that she saw tarsiers 
even when she was still a young girl,” 
Constantino said. 

The Constantinos are pioneer resi- 
dents of Malungon. The late Guillermo 
Sr., an Ilonggo, was one of the town's 
founders.

Relying primarily on traditional farming for 
their livelihood, the Manobo earns an income 
of P60 per day, which hardly guarantees three. 
square meals a day. 

“Hunger has become endemic to every 
Manobo,” Edtarhi Mansayagan, a commis- 
sioner of the NCIP, said. 

This poverty even drove their children 
away from school. 

Besides, in the public school were Manobo- 
children are enrolled, they are often bullied 
by Christian classmates and completely ig- 
nored or openly despised by teachers, 

Mansayagan remembered how his class- 
mate poked fun at him. “Inapi talaga ako (1 
‘was really oppressed),” he stressed. 

‘That incident made him stronger and “that 
challenged me to pursue my dreams of be- 
coming a professional,” Mansayagan said. 

Hopes for the Manobo children started to 
shine in the summer of 1993 when Fr. Michel 
Lenzen of the Oblates of Mary Immaculate 
was assigned in Barangay Sta. Catalina in 
President Roxas town, 

Lenzen, a former missionary in Zaire, saw 
how the natives suffered from the lack of gov- 
ernment service. He sought help from the 
Oblates and former Bishop of Kidapawan 
Juan de Dios Pueblos, 

In 1994, Lenzen formally started the 
Pangipasan Mission Center in the far-flung 
neighborhood of Pangipasan in Matalam, ad- 
dressing not just the health and socioeco- 
nomic needs of the Manobos but also the edu- 
cation of their children, 

It was in school year 1998-1999 when for- 
mal education was provided the Manobo chil- 
dren, The Department of Education (DepEd) 
and the OMI initiated the Pangipasan Mission 
School. 

True, there was a nearby school, but the 
Kimarang Elementary School was long closed 
because of low enrolment. 

Tailor-made 

At first, the Pangipasan Mission School, 
manned by two teachers, had only two 
classes—for Grades 1 and 2. The next school 
year, a Grade 3 class was added. 

For 2000-01, the school offers courses up to 
Grade 5. 

Today, Fr. Zaldy Orola, mission director, is 


pushing for a Grade 6 curriculum, He hopes 
the DepEd will fully accredit ће school for the 
subjects it offers, 

Although the standard DepEd curriculum 
for elementary level is being used, it has to bå 
made more culture-sensitive, meaningful an 
helpful to the Manobo. 

Teachers used as education tools objects 
found in the child's environment. They incór- 
porated Manobo legends, stories, riddles, 
songs and games and the importance of agri- 
culture in their lesson plans, 

Michael Angeles and Christy Taupan, báti 
11 and in Grade 3, learned their ABCs at the 
Mission School. e 

Christy dreams of becoming a teacher while 
Michael, whose parents were killed when he 
маз 4 years old, said, “Iwill join the military 
to bring justice to my parents." 

Aida Salembang, 16 and in Grade 5, bé 
lieves that no one is born ignorant. She, 109, 
wants to become a teacher. 

"Its not too late to get an education," she 
said. 

And growing 2 

In a study, Renato Alfonso and Май 
Vargas of Pro-Team Services Inc. based in 
Davao City said the Pangipasan Mission 
School has helped the Manobos achieve ini; 
mense growth. 

"The mission school is offering quality edo? 
cation compared to other rural schools, The 
students practically learned to be self-reliant 
and help build their own community,” the duo 
said. 

Now, the center employs 11 staff members, 
including three regular teachers, one staff 
head and agriculturits, 

Paterno Magpangcal, Pangipasan village 
leader, also has high hopes for his people get- 
ting education. 

“We will all succeed, especially the young 
generation,” he said. 

To attract more pupils, the mission schodl 
has started offering scholarship grants tq 
Manobo children. After graduation, they are 
expected to serve their fellow Manobos.

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Israel defies US, presses offensive 


NABLUS, West Bank—Heavy fight- 
ing erupted in the northern West 
Bank on Saturday as Israel pushed 
ahead with a military offensive, 
undimmed by a United States call 
for a withdrawal of its armor and 
troops from Palestinian areas, 

‘Two days before the arrival ofa 
new US peace mission by Secre- 
tary of State Colin Powell, troops 
moved into the town of Qabatia 
and fought fierce gun battles with 
Palestinians in refugee camps in 
and around nearby Jenin and also 
in Nablus, Palestinian residents 
reported. 

In Jerusalem, top Palestinian 
negotiator Saeb Erekat told 
Reuters that Palestinian officials 
would not meet Powell during his 
visit fhe refused to meet besieged 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat. 

White House spokesperson Ari 
Fleischer had told reporters on 
Friday that Powell had no plans 


“at this moment” to meet Arafat. 

Powell said there were no 
plans at present but that did пос 
mean there would be no such 
plans “in due course.” 

Erakat meanwhile told CNN on 
Saturday that all contact had 
ееп 1озї with Arafat, who is 
pinned down by Israeli troops in

Custodians

“We are custodians of these places,” 
he said. 

"There are stones there that were 
trod on by Christ," he said. 

Israeli forces prevented reporters 
from getting close to the fourth-century 
stone church.

Heart of Pope’s pilgrimage 

Bethlehem was once a popular pil- 
grimage town. 

One of the most famous pilgrims was 


Pope John Paul Il, who celebrated Mass 
in Manger Square just outside the ba- 
silica two years ago. 

He called Bethlehem "the heart of 
my pilgrimage." 

Around the city, a few people ven- 
tured cautiously into the streets as 
word spread that a military curfew 
would be lifted for two hours. People 
stared at their cars, flattened by tanks 
and left twisted like crunched soda cans 
along curbs. Bullets left car windows 
split and cracked. 

Shopkeepers cleaned up damaged 
stores along streets full of rubble and 
bent-over lampposts. Tank treads 
gouged stone roads that were built 
above old asphalt roads for Millennium 
celebrations. 

"We have only a couple of hours to 
find food,” said Souad Kasi, 55. “We 
need milk and bread, but this time is 
not enough for bakeries to provide all 
the people with bread.” 

She raced with her 11-year-old 
daughter to find an open shop. 

Others hurried to hospitals to claim 
the bodies of dead relatives and quickly 
bury them. 

‘Then soldiers fired into the air to sig- 
nal the curfew was back in place. 

Helmeted soldiers gripping rifles pa- 
trolled and crouched along the front of 
houses and shops, spray-painting а 
green "X" on places that had been 
searched, 

Video released by the military 
showed piles of rifles it said soldiers 
had confiscated. 

At the Star Hotel, heavily armed 
‘American policemen from the US con- 
sulate, some wearing helmets and dark

Skin and bones 

Jeremaia was one year and 13 
days old when she flew on 
March 15, 2000, to neapolis 
courtesy of Northwest Airlines 
with her mother, Jesselou, and 
her pediatrician, Dr. Cecile 
Melendrez, 

She was skin and bones, weigh- 
ing barely 5 kilos, and kept alive 
oniy by a cocktail of powerful and 
expensive drugs. 

We feared for her life, remem- 
bering the case two years earlier 
of Micah Atentido, another biliary 
atresia baby. 

Micah was also on her way to 
the United States, for her own 
transplant at the Emory Univer- 
sity Children’s Hospital in Geor- 
gia. She bled profusely during the 
stopover in Tokyo, forcing her 
parents to abort the trip and re- 
turn to Manila. 

But when Jesselou phoned af- 
ter they arrived in Rochester 22 
hours after leaving Manila, she 
reported that Jeremaia slept well 
during the flight and that nothing 
untoward happened. 

This and other subsequent 
events strengthened our faith in 
God, to whom we prayed two 
months earlier to grant us the 
miracles to save Jeremaia, 

Miracles were truly what we 
needed, We had no money for her 
surgery abroad and the more ex- 
pensive post-transplant mainte- 
nance program. 

‘There was no liver transplant 
program in the Philippines. And 
our only hope for Jeremaia's sur- 
vival—the offer of Dr. Carlo 
Ramirez, head of the Transplant 
Division of the National Kidney 
and Transplant Institute (NKTI) 
in Quezon City, to do experimen- 
tal surgery for free—went up in 
smoke when she failed to make 


the 10-kilo weight needed to en- 
sure her survival in surgery. 

Seven months after scouring 
the Internet and the local scene 
for help, and not finding it, the 
family gathered at home on Jan. 
22, 2000, to pray. 

We asked God for the miracles 
that Jeremaia needed to зш 
vive—a liver transplant; a hos} 
tal that would give her free treat- 
ment and medicines as well as a 
post-transplant maintenance pro- 
gram; a medical visa; airplane 
tickets for five; and pocket 
money. 

We also prayed for Jeremaia’s 
well-being as she awaited her 
transplant, and the well-being of 
the donor—in this case, our eldest 
daughter Hiyas—who had the 
same blood type. 

Before we asked God for these 
miracles, we asked forgiveness 
for our sins and committed our- 
selves to Him. And then trusted in 
Him. 

Answered prayers 

Exacily a month later, on Feb. 
22, God began answering our 
prayers. Around 6 a.m. 1 was 
roused from sleep by our daugh- 
ter Jesselou, who told me that 
someone from Mayo Clinic 
wanted to talk to Jeremaia’s 
grandfather. 

Still groggy from sleep, I took 
the telephone and said, “This is 
Jeremaia's grandfather." 

A female voice at the end of the 
line said, “Good evening (it was 4 
p.m, in Rochester), 
Pearson, the pediatric liver trans- 
plant coordinator of Mayo Clinic. 
I want to inform you that Dr. 
Charles Rosen, head of the Pedi- 
atric Liver Transplant Depart- 
ment, has OK'd Jerem: 
transpl 
manitarian case. Please arrange 
to have her travel to Rochester 
immediately.” 

As I heard those words, tears 
streamed from my eyes. And al-

Jeremaia was to receive a liver 
from an adult cadaver donor. But.

‘Three hours after the surgery 
the transplanted liver began pro- 
ducing bile, much to the satisfac- 
tion of Dr. Ishitani. 

But a month later, Jeremaia 
contracted pneumonia, necessi- 
tating her stay in the intensi 
care for a month.

A simple and relatively inex- 
pensive Kasai Procedure, where 
the liver is directly connected to 
the small intestine, offers biliary 
atresia babies an 80-percent 
chance to live a normal life, but 
only if this is done within two 
months of their birth. 

Some doctors believe that bil- 
iary atresia babies are doomed. 
Over the past three years, we 
have met five families whose ba- 
bies died for lack of proper medi- 
cal care and for want of a liver 
transplant, and have grieved with 
them.

‘Over the next 10 days, Bataan's heroic de- 
fenders, vastly weakened and emaciated, 
were to be forcibly marched 112 kilometers 
from Mariveles to ће concentrations camps in 
Tarlac, Some 7,000 to 10,000 men died en 
route from malnutrition and brutality, 

At least 30 of the 1942 Death March survi- 
vors, members of the Veterans Federation of 
the Philippines, will march side by side with 
150 runners in the 20-meter “Walk with the 
Heroes" event that will kick off the "Ultra- 
Marathon,” a 104-km non-competitive relay 
run, 

The commemorative march will begin at 
the Death March Kilometer Post 0 marker in 
Mariveles, Bataan, 

The late dictator Ferdinand Marcos 
scrapped the traditional annual commemora- 
tion of the Fall of Bataan in favor of the Battle 
of Bessang Pass—the scene of the long, flerce 
battle to breach the western defenses of the 
Japanese army in 1945—to promote his own 
alleged war exploits, 

‘After Marcos was ousted in the first people 
power uprising in 1986, President Cornzon 
‘Aquino restored the commemoration of the 
Fall of Bataan, renaming It the “Araw ng 
Kagitingan.” 

In Tuesday's reenactment, another 50 war 
veterans will join the runners in Pampanga for 
a short-distance walk ending at this city's 
Dambana ng Kagitingan at the railroad tracks 
in Barangay Sto. Niño here. 

The site marks the spot where 60 years ago 
thousands of American and Filipino soldiers, 
under threat of Japanese bayonets and guns, 
were herded in bagons (cattle cars) toward the 
O'Donnel concentration camp in Capas, Tarlac. 

Тһе runners, to be led this year by former 
national Milo marathon titlists Rey Antoque 
and Jona Gayumba-Atienza, will carry the 
peace torch and the flags of the Philippines, 
the United States and Japan, 

Paez said Safer Run started the memorial 
marathon at the prodding of Cuyco who 
“strongly hinted that another year of agony in 
a supposedly newly restored democracy was 
simply too much for them to bear." 

Wrong route 

The veterans also complained that the 
route that Max Telford, ultra-marathon run- 
ner from New Zealand, had retraced in 1985 
‘was wrong. 

They asked Paez's group to set the trail 
right, finding the deviation from the authen- 
tic route an act of “disrespect” for their trau- 
matic ordeal and a distortion of history. 

‘At various times in the past, top Filipino 
athletes have paid tribute to the “living heroes 
of Bataan” by joining the event. They include 
Olympic trackster Mona Sulaiman and basket- 
ball player Orly Bauzon, Antoque and 
Gayumba-Atlenza, former Manila Interna- 
tional Marathon queen Mila Robiso-Paje, 
Southeast Asian Games fencing gold medalist 
Lorrie Bauzon, javelin throw standout Benjie 
Cawicaan, ice skaters Ian Cruz and Susie 
Quibol, former Philippine Sports Commis- 
sioner Josie Bauzon and Philippine Basketball 
Association coach Joseller Guiao. 

Along the route, the older and frail war vet- 
erans, many complaining of neglect by the 
government, sat by their verandas or asked to 
be brought to the roadside to witness the me- 
morial run. 

"They cry, they wave their hands. Some 
‘come to me to say thank you for being remem- 
bered, for being appreciated for their sacrifice 
to the country," Paez said. 

"It will take more than running and walk- 
ingto truly honor these heroes who fought for 
our freedom, but at least we're taking steps,” 
he said,

LANI Misalucha would have shared the stage 
with Brian McKnight during the American 
singer's two-night Valentine concert in Manila. 

After Lani performed as a guest late last 
year in "Divas and I,” the concert of Janno 
Gibbs, she said an executive from Viva of- 
fered her a back-to-back show with McKnight 
at the Araneta Coliseum, 

Lani was excited, “Everything was quiet for 
a while, then they told me the concert would 
not push through because Brian was so expen- 
sive, they could not afford him in a local pro- 
duction,” Lani recalls. 

However, she was surprised when she 
found out Viva had carried out its plan for a 
Brian McKnight concert, but with Regine 
Velasquez. performing with him instead, 

“They did not give my manager (Ronnie 
Henares) and me a concrete answer on why 
they changed the plan," Lani says. "It wasn't 
explained to us clearly. I felt as if 1 had been 
back-stabbed. They could have told me they 
didn't want me in the show." 

Still, Lani didn't hold a grudge against the 
recording company. She was, in fact, happy 
that it went to another Viva artist (Regine). 

"Ronnie respected their decision and he 
told me we had to move on," Lani says. "I have 
to work. I have to deal with them because I 
havea contract with Viva until June next year. 
Thave another album to release.” 

Lanis rise to stardom is similar to that of 
Regine's especially since the latter used to be 
managed by Ronnie, too. Now that the two 
performers are both enjoying stellar status, 
they are inevitably compared. 

But Lani says she hates it when people keep 
comparing her to Regine.

HE MAN behind the 

Success story of Philam 

Plans, one of the lead- 
ing companies in the pre- 
need industry, came from 
humble beginnings. 

And the story of how Philam 
Plans maintains and strives to 
improve its position in the mar- 
ket can be told by how its CEO 
rose from the ranks through 
sheer determination. Lawyer 
Eliseo Р.

N the need to prevent another 


Enron-like collapse, my friend 

Glendon Rowell of Boyden Glo- 
bal Executive Search pointed out that 
“more professionalism in recruitment 
is more important than tighter regu- 
lation and governance.” 

(Enron, erstwhile mach-admited corporation 
in America, suddenly collapsed, throwing thou- 
sands out of a job, sending shock waves to mar- 
kets around the world, and prompting govern- 
ment regulators to look for other organizations 
or practices to blame.) 

‘What Mr. Rowell is saying is 
that executive talent is a very 
important factor in defining and 
directing an organization's fu- 
ture, and in making it adhere to ethical principles. 

Ап organization's executive pool also influences 
a firm's competitiveness—and, therefore, viability. 

The book, “The War for Talent,” declares: 
“Talent is now a critical driver of corporate per- 
formance.” 

Based on extensive research and case studies 
from 1997 to 2001, the authors—all from 
McKinsey & Company—summarize their find- 
ings thus: "What distinguished the high-per- 
forming companies from the average-perform- 
ing was not better HR, but the fundamental be- 
Tief in the importance of talent.” 

Are there leadership gaps in your organiza- 
tion that adversely affect its performance? Are 
you constrained by the policy of "promoting 
from within," giving more premium to seniority 
than outstanding performance? 

Read about an overworked executive who 
witnessed the plunge of his company from a glo- 
rious history because he settled for mediocre 
executives. And then follow him, after he

heeded the advice of Jack Welch of General 
Electric and Wayne Callaway (then of 
PepsiCo)— including Stephen Spielberg. 
"What gospel truth did he stumble on? 

They told him that they spend half of their 
time on people: recruiting new talent, picking 
the right people for particular positions, 
grooming young stars, developing global 
managers, dealing with underperformers 
and reviewing the entire talent pool. 

"The guy is Les Wexner, CEO of The Limited 
who built a retailing and marketing marvel 
which included "Victoria's Secret,” Bath & Body 
Works, et al. In 1990, his stocks plunged. 

But after three years hiring and using top 
guns, the company's profits have grown. || 
from $285 million to $445 million, and his *9 
stock price has almost doubled. 

А “new business reality" has entered the cor- 
porate scene, says the book, What happened? 
‘The authors observe that companies: reliance оп 
talent increased dramatically over the last cen- 

tury. In 1900, only 17 per- 
cent of all jobs required 
knowledge workers; now 
‘over 60 percent do. 
The book quotes Cisco CEO John Chambers, 
who put it this way: "A world-class engineer 
with five peers can outproduce 200 regular en- 
gineers.” 

What “business reality” is staring us in the 
face? For one, the book says, we had the belief in 
the past that “people need companies.” Today, 
“companies need people.” 

“Two structural forces are fueling the war, the 
book says. Fist, the power has shifted from the 
corporation to the individual. Second, excellent 
talent management has become a crucial source 
of competitive advantage. 

In the past, executives looked at a 30-year 
horizon, good salary and retirement package. 
Now, their horizon is only five years, and retire- 
ment is a remote possibility 

“The old recruiting strategy of advertising for 
job hunters has given way to the aggressive ef- 
Tort to tap passive candidates, “We now reach 
people who are not looking.” 

Something else is also happening in compa- 
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mies in more developed economies. They аге 
now breaking away from the traditional “hire- 
from-within policy.” Even if the failure rates of 
senior external hires hover around 30 percent, 
companies still think it's well worth the risk. 

“The War for Talent” is a useful resource 
book, not only for CEOs needing to infuse new. 
blood—and, perhaps, new energy in their 
firms—but also for all leaders who want to keep 
the best, train those with great potential—and 
deal with mediocre performers “with an iron 
hand and a velvet glove." 

‘The book also reveals the emergence of a new 
profession. 165 public knowledge that today's in 
termediaries for recruitment are executive 
search professionals. Now enter "talent 
agents" —who are not any different from agents 
of superstars. 

Close on the heels of the collapse of Enron 
(which, curiously is featured glowingly in the 
book—probably to the regret of the authors), 
Boyden's Rowell volunteers that—aside from 
vision and superior strategy—organizations 
need leaders of integrity 

The headhunter's comment enriches, not 
contradicts, the book's thesis that the right (from 
ethical and precision standpoint) executive tal- 
ent truly drives organizations well into the fu-

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Bicol sugar ишу emerges from bankruptcy

* Needing some P50 million for 
repair, the symbol of the emer- 
gence of the sugar industry in 
Bicol from the womb of the 
Marcos dictatorship was a cor- 
porate wreck in 1993. 

Earlier, for 17 years, the 
Bisudeco operated like a giant 
parasite that gobbled up at least 
P1.7 billion of government 
funds, which the Philippine Na- 
tional Bank provided gener- 
ously. 

Of the total capital outlay 
spent, the Philippine Sugar 
Corp. contributed 29 percent 

Financially devastated, 

ideco closed shop after Edsa 
1, and what was left of it were а 
few decrepit trucks that were 
still in running condition. All 
other pieces of equipment were 
gone. 
Losing from start 

When its life ended, the 
Bisudeco's closets were full of 
negative balance sheets—from 
the start of its corporate life in 
1973 to its foreclosure in 1990, 

It was a losing operation 
from beginning till end. 

A year after former President 
Corazon Aquino was installed to 
power, the Assets and 
Privatization Trust (APT) de- 
clared Bisudeco а non-perform- 
ing asset. But the PNB foreclosed 
all its assets three years later. 

The APT placed all the re- 
maining Bisudeco assets for 
public auction at P200 million, 
"Which was only about 15 percent. 
of the total funds the govern- 
ment had provided to start and 
support its losing operations. 

In October 1992, the bid-

ding of the Bisudeco assets 
жаз won by a 25-member co- 
operative composed of a 
member of the clergy, profes- 
sionals and businessmen in 
Camarines Sur. 

It was only in January 1993, 
however, that the group took 
physical possession of the sugar 
mill and other remaining assets. 

‘Thus the Bicol sugar industry, 
in general, and the sugar mill, in 
particular, have reemerged un- 
der the tutelage of the private 
sector named the Bicol Agro-In- 
dustrial Producers Cooperative 
Inc. (Bapei). 

To operate the specific busi- 
ness of sugar milling, Bapci es- 
tablished the Peñafrancia Sugar 
Mill (Pensumil), with lawyer 
William Enrile as chief executive 
officer. 

Nine years after this coopera- 
tive of private persons took over, 
the company now enjoys profit- 
ability 

Without divulging the net 
worth of their enterprise at 
present, lawyer Rolando 
Carandang, Pensumil vice presi- 
dent for labor and legal affairs, 
said they have paid all their li- 
abilities in the acquisition of 
Bisudeco's assets and properties. 

"We have not experienced 
losses in our operation since

1993. But in some years, we 
earned only enough to break 
even,” he said, 

Monopoly 

Looking back, the Bisudeco 
could have been a viable govern- 
ment venture, given its virtual 
monopoly of sugar milling and 
the absence of local supply of 
sugar in the entire Bicol. 

Garandang, however, knew 
some of the reasons why the 
Bisudeco failed. 

He said one glaring defect of 
the Bisudeco was the bloated 
number of employees, which, he 
said, had reached at least 700 
compared with some 300 regu- 
lar and seasonal employees of 
the Pensumil. 

He also suspected corruption. 

“We have retrieved some 
documents of the Bisudeco and 
one particular was a voucher for 
the payment of an equipment 
with an amount of P12 million. 
When bought on the date of the 
voucher, the equipment cost was 
only P4 million,” Carandang 
said. 

Apparently, the Bisudeco fi- 
asco was swept into the bin of 
history after the first people 
power, with nobody made to 
account for how the huge gov- 
ernment money was spent.

was the second lease on its

The organization of 21 coop- 
eratives facilitates the sugarcane 
planters’ transactions with the 
Pensumil and enables them to 
have access to lending institu- 
tions for their production needs. 

Limitations 

‘At present, the supply of raw 
materials for sugar milling 
comes from 7,000 hectares of 
sugarcane plantation in 
Camarines Sur. 

But Carandang said the 
weather in Bicol and the kind of 
planting technology used are 
limitations they have to contend 
with even as the Pensumil con- 
tinues to viably operate. 

He said the long rainy season 
here decreases the sugar content 
of sugarcane milled, which con- 
sequently results in a drop in the 
production of sugar. 

But this milling season, 
Carandang said, an increase of 
40 percent in the total sugar pro- 


duction is expected because of 
the longer dry season last year. 

Pensumil's milling season 
starts in January and ends in 
May. Sometimes, depending on 
the volume of sugarcane har- 
vests, milling spills over until 
June. 

It produces an average of 
275,000 sacks of sugar produc- 
tion їп one year, which is 27.5 
percent of the total sugar re- 
quirement all over the region, 

Amid threats from the effects 
of economic liberalization 
brought about by the World 
Trade Organization and the 
backward technology the 


Pensumil uses in sugarcane

delinquency rates on consumer 
loans such as credit card bills 
moved higher, hitting their highest 
level in four years in some cases, 
according to industry data. 

Analysts predict that more bills 
and loans will become delinquent ог 
lapse into default this year after a 
record 1.45 million individuals 
filed for bankruptcy last year, up 19 
percent from 2000. 

"The downturn has been a lot 
longer than in the past. It's been 
very frustrating for us. It's been 
much, much tougher to collect," 
said Brian Callahan, director of fi 
nancial reporting at NCO Group 
Inc,, one of the world’s biggest bill 
collectors, headquartered in Fort 
Washington, Pennsylvania. 

In fact, NCO Group foresaw an 
economic downturn in the summer 
of 2000, a year before business 
economists pulled the recession 
alarm, on a decline in bill and loan 


consumer debt and loans in 

tough economic times should 
be a boon for collection agencies. 
Right? 

in reality, however, some com- 
panies are having as hard a time 
Collecting on past due bills as con- 
sumers аге in paying. 

While Wall Street and top Fed- 
eral Reserve officials are banking.

companies feel the effects of the 

economic slowdown brought about 
by events both here and abroad. Most, 
if not all, companies have resorted to 
belt-tightening measures, downsizing 
or, worse, laying off workers by the 
hundreds.

the last several days I've been crying my 

eyes ош. I've asked myself why Туе been 
feeling this way. Is it because his loss reminds 
me of my own son's death four years ago? Or 
is it because ABS-CBN, Yan's home studio, has 
bombarded us day and night with scenes from 
his life and his TV shows and has inundated 
our psyches with recollections by his col- 
leagues and friends of Rico's short life? Could 
italso be that I lament his loss because he was 
so young and full of promise, a young man 
blessed with а good heart as evidenced by the 
tales of his countless deeds? 

Unlike Nida Blanca's untimely demise in 
November last year where grief was coupled 
with outrage over such a violent death, Rico's 
death brought no feelings of rage—only a deep. 
sadness, as if had lost a very good friend. 

In the days since Good Friday when Rico 
Yan passed away, I've not been alone in my 
grief. Naturally, many people found it absurd 
that so much attention was given someone 
who was only, in their eyes, an actor or mati- 
nee idol and not a dignitary or head of state, 
Goodness, Rico's death even eclipsed those of 
two National Artists, the Queen Mother, 
Dudley Moore and director Billy Wilder! 

However, а greater majority, I found, was 
also in some way deeply affected by the young 
actors early demise. Like me, these people did 
not know Rico Yan personally. Many of us had 
brief encounters, but some 
had only caught glimpses of 
him on film or on television, 
yet, suddenly, like thousands 
of others, we found ourselves 
glued to the television this 
past week, shedding tears, 
weeping with his family at 
the seemingly untimely de- 
mise of this young prince. 

Perhaps ina world fraught 
‘with much hatred, intrigue 
and ugliness, Rico's death 
had come to represent the 
loss of dreams, innocence 
and love. Rico, now larger 
than life, was everybody's 
friend, son, brother or grand- 
son, In him, many found a 
familiar loss and his death once again placed our 
losses up front. His death also made us realize 
our own mortality and reminded us of how short 
and precious life truly is. By his life and the 
countless stories told of his wonderful and kind 
deeds we have evaluated ourselves. 

Here was a man who would be remembered 
more for the small acts oflove joy and kindness 
that he did to others than perhaps any of the 
films he made or the businesses that he built. 
‘And maybe that's the best way to be remem- 
bered, even though Rico went about the busi- 
ness of helping others without any fuss or fan- 
fare, doing what he could in his own way with 
the resources that he had been blessed with.

and arduous but they seem to have fully come 

to terms with losing him, which is the crucial. 

first step toward moving on. The grief process 

generally follows three stages—recognition, 

reorganization and reinvestment. Just like his. 

family, those closest to him—his friends and 
colleagues—will have to re- 
build new lives without him. 
Shows will have to be refor- 
matted, advertising con- 
tracts revised, living spaces 
reorganized, 

In the meantime, we con- 
tinue to watch footage after 
footage of Rico, courtesy of 
his home studio and ina way 
that, too, helps the healing 
for many. Remembering, toa 
certain degree, helps ease the 
pain and fills the empty void. 

‘The good thing that has 
come out of his death is the 
birth of the Rico Yan Youth 
Foundation. Perhaps this is 
where the Yan family can 

find meaning in their loss and where they can 
re-invest their energies, an outlet where they 
can channel their grief into something posi- 
tive. Through the same venue, his colleagues 
and friends can find their healing by helping 
keep their memories of Rico alive through 
their own participation in the foundation. His 
fans will hopefully be able to heal themselves. 
through this entity as they too try to find the 
meaning in his early demise. 

“It was God's perfect plan to take Rico,” his 
mother said at the funeral Mass. Faith is the 
other factor that will help the Yan family and 
those closest to him pull through this deep 
and great loss. Studies have indicated that 
families with a deep prayer life and a strong 
faith in God have been able to move on faster

than families who do not bother with prayers. 
Perhaps faith brings hope that they will all be 
united one day in that special place where 
their loved one has gone ahead of them. 

For the rest of us, Yan's death reminds us of 
our own dreams and inspires us to pursue them 
with a renewed passion because life indeed is 
brief. It also teaches us not to ever take people 
for granted and to show them our love while 
we still can. Each day is а gift and Rico арраг- 
ently lived each one in his 27 years with love, 
gentleness and kindness, Naturally, there were 
the attendant struggles that he had to face but 
he made no qualms about those either. 

We mourn his loss, but his life and death 
only serve to remind us that in a world full of 
hatred and strife, kindness and gentleness can 
still prevail and, more importantly that itonly 
takes one life, one gesture, to make a major 
difference in the life of another.

Fighting boredom 
Gaisberger says that to keep the staff

Mario 1. Eludio, it is the Agusan 
Marsh and Wildlife Sanctuary. 

Lake Mainit, a watershed shared 
with Surigao del Norte, has a land 
area of 70,456 hectares and a wa- 
ter surface of 14,000 hectares. 
‘These sprawl over the boundaries 
of 12 towns in the two provinces.

“Lake Mainit is one of the 
cleanest Jakes in the country,” de- 
clared Community Environment 
Officer Consolador C. Mantilla, 
and one can believe him. There is 
a plan to build a "multipurpose 
tourism center," supposedly to in- 
clude a floating hotel and restau- 
rant, in the area. (A billboard an- 
nounces that Sen. Aquilino 
Pimentel Jr. will bankroll the 
project.) 

The Agusan Marsh and Wildlife 
Sanctuary 
(110,000 heci- 
ares) may not be 
as clean or as 
posteard-pretty 
as Lake Mainit, 
but it has a 
sweepingly ma- 
Jestic aura all its 
own. 

А pumpboat 
ride through the 
marsh is quite 
an experience 
for a first-timer, 
like something 
out of a Joseph 
Conrad novel. 

The muddy 
waters are normally just six feet 
deep during summer, but rise to 
20 feet or more during the wet 
months and sometimes overflow 
the banks, а Manobo lumad (na- 
tive) told us. 

Four big lakes are found in the 
sprawling, enormous and mean- 
dering body of water. Some areas 
ofthe marsh are wide-open spaces 
while in other portions water hya- 
cinths get in the way, all but block- 
ing your path. Varied species of 
trees, mangroves and foliage in 
profusion form a natural gorge. 

We saw two Purple Herons, one 
etched against the sky, the other 
testing upon the willows. 

Native and migratory birds fly 
over the area and, during their 
feeding time of 5 to 6 a.m. can be 
seen in great numbers.

Selling at three pieces 
for about P100, this is a popular 
pasalubong (take-home) food 
among traders. 

My hosts from the DENR Inte- 
grated Protected Areas System 
bought some mudfish and cooked 
these for supper. We ate with our 
hands. Along with steaming rice 
the fish was fine, the saltiness just. 
right. 

The military and the New 
People's Army have each estab- 
lished a presence in the area.

А SERIES of pilgrimage tours to 
sacred sites in Europe has been 
prepared by Adam's Express 
‘Travel, a pioneer in pilgrimages.

It stores 
more than 15 percent of the 
country’s freshwater resources, 
provides livelihood for lumad and 
migrants, and serves as habitat for 
endangered species and as feeding 
grounds for native and migratory 
birds. 

Unfortunately, the ecological 
balance of the Agusan marsh is 
under attack. Unscrupulous per- 
sons engage in illegal forms of 
fishing and cut down trees. Mining 
wastes from Diwalwal, Compos- 
tela Valley Province, pollute its 
waters. 

Because mining, like fishing 
and farming in the marsh, pro. 
vides livelihood to thousands of 
families, this is a thorny political 
issue involving two regions 
(Caraga and Southern Mindanao). 

"The ecological importance of 
the marsh has been brought to the 
attention of the international com. 
munity. 

In November 1999, the Ramsar 
(Iran) Convention on Wetlands 
designated the Agusan marsh as а 
wetland site (the 1,009th) of in- 
ternational importance. This 
means that the site is entitled to 
assistance from the World Bank, 
but proposals to save and rehabili- 
tate ithave to be made right away.

Getting people 
to fly again 


IT'S been more than six 
months since the Sept. 11 ter- 
ror attacks in the United States 
that caused the airline and 
travel industries to grind to a 
near-halt, and people are still 
wary of taking trips. 

But while this is true of the 
airline industry in North Ame 
rica, the picture is different in 
Asia, according to Abacus In- 
ternational, Asia-Pacific's larg- 
est global distribution system 
and computerized reservations 
system.

Many ofthe pref- 
erential rates, however, do not 
extend to peak seasons such ав 
December.

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ner table never won the day, for me anyway, 

‘What I liked most about our marriage was 
that, painful as the mistakes were, we learned 
from each of them. Every stumbling block be- 
came a learning module. Maybe that's why 
God doesn't put too many soul mates together. 
in same lifetime—in a thoroughly harmonious 
union there isn't much to learn from each 
other. As for us, it was a Ph.D. Obstacle 
Course (and I think we graduated summa 
cum laude). 

А woman's life is shaped very much by 
‘whom she marries. If you marry a prince, then 
you have no choice but to act like a princess. I 
thought, if1 had married so-and-so we would 
have been a pretty conventional, even reli- 
gious couple. (Nah, too boring!) On the oth 
hand, if I had married so-and-so—read, hi 
pie and artist—I'd probably be working my ass 
offto supporta family. But our lifestyle would 
be really colorful. (Attractive but too taxing.) 
If T ended up with so-and-so, however, І 
would probably have my pick of cars in the 
garage. But would the stingy sonnafabitch 
ever fund my brilliant (?) but losing theater 
productions? (Disaster.) 

Well, I guess that's it. You work out what- 
ever marriage you have and it comes out the 
best and only one for you. In my case, I guess 
the major kink I had to work out was how to 
hack it alone socially. How not to let having to 
explain or not to explain kill me. How difficult 
it was! Inside me I was a valley of tears. 

Modus vivendi 

How could I tolerate such a life! But when 
entered his room one day, 1 saw it all with 
new eyes. Lined up on the shelves were all 
shapes and sizes of tapes, batteries, scissors, 
glue, P1 coins, strings, magnets, clips, pencils, 
ball pens, Post-Its, envelopes—name it.

, Work and party place, and sometimes it was 
littered with costumes. Wasn't it just as diff- 
cult for a man like him to adjust to that? 

When we finally got comfortable with our

We could, at any given 
time, eat lunch together, or in the same house 
at two different hours, or sleep in different 
rooms without any resentment. Go to the 
same mall and see different movies. Better 
still, each could finally go out at any hour of 
the day or night without having to account for 
anything (unless we wanted to).

You mean no house rules 
as in no boundaries? Isn't that quite the oppo- 
site of what friends advise you? What ithe quits 
the job he dislikes? (Then hell follow his bliss 
and be a winner.) What ifhe finds his way back 
toan old sweetheart? (Well, wouldn't you want 
to find out once and for all?) Maybe that's why 
people don't achieve a state of freedom until 
they are pretty mature and can honestly say, 
why not? Enjoy your life, It's short. Seize what's 
left of the day. its my gift to you. 

Cosmic results 

The shift in viewpoint is а fine distinction, 
but cosmic in result. When all prohibitions are 
down, there is nothing to hide because there 
is no veto. You do not feel possessed because 
уоп do not possess. The horizon has broad- 
ened and there are endless options. It makes

Maybe one of the purposes of marriage is not 
to make you lesser than you are but to make 
you realize you can be more than you are, Un- 
Conditional giving, of course, can only be initi- 
ated by the more enlightened partner, and this 
is usually the woman, (Hal And you thought I 
‘was such a women's libber.) Maybe your hus- 
band never had a role model for giving.

When my friend Dulce Reyes of People's 
Journal and I visited Bishop Rolando Tria 
Tirona in Malolos, Bulacan, last Holy Thurs- 
day, he reminded us that the feast of the Di- 
vine Mercy is today and that many people 
‘would flock to Sta. Rosa.

through that wall. I think a lot of 
it has to do with how hard you 
push them. Even kids in the 
States—I found this to be true 
with young kids, college kids, 
with the pros that I've coached— 
they're gonna do what you let 
them do. If you let them be lazy, 
they're gonna be lazy. I think all 
kids want discipline. They 
wanna be pushed; they wanna 
be challenged. 

We have a drill that we do at 
the end of every practice called 
Superman, and it's a killer. 
‘They'll fight me on certain days 
of practice and try to con me into 
not doing it but, so far, in these 
last two games, they've gone 
down to the wire... All I've 
talked about is our Superman 
drill because it's a conditioner, 
and one of our goals is to be the 
best-conditioned team. In the 
fourth quarter I think it has 
helped us win games, especially 
in the second game where we 
stretched a 25-point lead into a 
40-point lead. Last game, when 
the going got tough, we got tran- 
sition baskets and you could see 
the other team get tired. What's 
fun as a coach is to watch the 
other team... We rebound and 
run in the fourth quarter, you 
сап see the look on the other 
players’ faces, they're: "Oh! Here 
ме go again!" They gotta run 
back. Mark Telan is dunking on 
people in the last two minutes of 
the game and getting out and 
running... That's given me a lot 
+ of pride as a coach. 

What exactly is the Super- 
man drill? 

It's four minutes of continuous 
sprinting where you have... We 
usually do three players at one 
end and three players at this end 
with three basketballs, You and 1 
have a ball and at each elbow 
there are passers. We pass it and 
get it back, then pass it, get it 
back, then pass it, get it back, 
then lay it up. The next guy 
passes and he gets it back. There 
are three balls and it’s just con- 
tinuous sprinting, and they have 
to make a certain amount. If they 

miss, they have to run a killer 
sprint after the four minutes is 
Тр. And I actually go there and 
do it with them sometimes to 
show them that I'm 39 and РИ do 
it, part of my motivation as a 
leader in managing. 

1f you miss a layup; do 
you also do the sprint? 

Yes. 

‘This we gotta see. (Laugh-

How is the team coping 
with your philosophy? 

At first it was tough, but I've 
always prided myself on being a 
good communicator and I was 
Teal clear when I first got here. 
“This is what we're gonna do, 
this is how we're gonna do it." I 

told them it would be the hard- 
est they've ever worked in their 
lives. But again we had a big 
challenge... the team [has] con- 
Sistently lost games. I looked at 
the stats in the last conference. 
‘They were last in almost every 
category. To change that, there's 
only one way to do that and 
that's with hard work... Losing 


that first game was tough be- 
cause asa coach you would want 
to be able to say, "See, it paid 
off." And a lot of it is blind faith 
when you put a new system in. 
But I think they saw that afte 
every practice they were physi- 
cally exhausted, and I think they 
knew eventually it was gonna 
pay off. So it's been rewarding as 
а coach to be able to show them 
we're winning those games be- 
cause of hard work. I think there 
is luck involved and hard work 
creates lucky opportunities. 1 
believe that in basketball, you 
get lucky breaks and lucky 
bounces because of the effort 
you put in. I'm proud of what 
they've done because we've got a 
couple of guys that have never 
played before. 

Did you expect any con- 
troversy before you came 
here? 

1 had no idea. They told me 
when I got off the plane. (Laugh- 
ter) The customs agent, when 1 
gave him my papers, asked, 
“When are you leaving?" Isaid, "T 
have no idea.” So I was afraid 
they were not gonna let me in. 
When I told him who I was, he 
was a basketball fan, he said, "Oh, 
you're the new Mobiline coach. 
You only have three weeks. Your 
paper is only good for three 
weeks.” 1 got scared. (Chuckles) 
Tve come to town as a tryout. If 
they don't like what I do at prac- 
tice, 'm out of here. (Laughter) 

Going back to that game 
with Sta. Lucia, you were 
obviously infuriated. What 
happened there? 

There were some things that 
happened that I just didn't feel 
we got a fair shake. I should've 
cooled off. I didn't wanna go in 
the interview room after the 
game because I knew I was up- 
set, but they asked me to go in 
and so I went in. I said some 
things out of frustration and, you 
know, if I had to do it all over 
again I wouldn't have said them. 
think the referees are good refs. 
Twatched them on tape. The dif- 
ference in America, they don’t 
have the egos that American of- 
ficials have. I watched how hard 
they worked, and that's all you 
can ask... T just think its my job 
to defend my kids. I's got noth- 
ing to do with my feelings, with 
the PBA or the BCAP. I think they 
do a great job. Til do anything 1 
can to help the BCAP. I'm here to 


and I think they can learn from 
me. And I offered [to] go any- 
where to do a clinic. 1 wanna 
leave my work here. When I leave 
here, ifitsa year from now or two 
years from now, I want every- 
body to say, “Bill Bayno was a 
good person, and he cared about 
other people,” and that I left my 
mark on Filipino basketball, 

‘What has impressed you 
most about the local ath- 
letes? 

Their coachability. The biggest 
problem we have in America is 
our kids are spoiled. The best 
players get spoiled at a young 
ае. We have what we сай AAU 
Basketball. These kids, from the 
time they're identified asthe best, 
many of their careers are ruined. 
In the States we have the best 
players in high school called 
McDonald's All-American. It's 
McDonald's-sponsored. They 
take 20 of the best players. Those. 
are ће crème de la crème, Those 
players should make the NBA. 
They are the most God-gifted 
players in America. And you look 
at how many millions of people 
we have, and to take the best 
20... Most of them do make it but 
ifyoulookatevery year, you'll see 
а handful that don't make it be- 
cause they never develop a work 
ethic, because they're always told 
how great they are and they be- 
come uncoachable... 1 could 
name 10 guys right now that 
should've been їп the NBA and 
never made it for those reasons. 
We have these AAU programs 
that covet these kids at a young 
age and they spoil them. They 
take away their hunger, they take 
away their work ethic. The Fili- 
pino players work hard. My 
guys—I've said this before and 1 
tell them this all the time—this is 
the hardest working group Гуе 
ever had. Imean that in all sincer- 
ity. Vie Pablo and Mark Telan, 
Ibet Demape, the local guys I've 
had are the most coachable. A lot 
of kids in America are not 
coachable. They all wanna play in 
the NBA. They're all selfish. They 
All wanna score 20 points. They 
all wanna be the man. And it 
makes it harder to coach. 

They all wanna be 
Michael Jordan. 

Yeah. What happens, it affects. 
your chemistry because you give 
them roles and all it takes is for 
one kid not to accept his role. 
Say, Kenny to get jealous of Iber, 


a street pole. You know, that's 
how I grew up. And that’s how the 
best players in America, Michael 
Jordan included—1 guarantee 
there was a little pole somewhere 
in Wilmington, North Carolina 
that he played on. 

‘Aside from physical limi- 
tations, what else do you 
think Filipino players lack? 

Probably just the height. 
‘There are some guys with size— 
[Marlou] Aquino, [Dennis] Es- 
pino—but in terms of world- 
class, that's the one thing. There 
aren't a whole lot of 7-footers 
running around here. When you 
play China, they'll have three. 
But they have everything else. 
Your guys have toughness, 
they're coachable, they're 
skilled, they've got good speed. 

There should then be a 
concerted effort to make 
the next generations taller. 
(Laughter) 

(Grins) It will happen. 

Where did you grow up? 

I grew up in New York in a 
little town called Goshen, one 
hour north of New York City. But 
that struck me as... When I saw 
that I knew I was in the right

help Filipino basketball. I don’t 
say that putting myself above 
Fil 10 coaches, Every tape I've 
watched of these other coaches, 
1 learned something. 1 learned 
something from Yeng Guiao, 
from Jong [Uichico], from [Eric] 
Altamirano, from all. 1 think ай 
good coaches do. 

‘They can also learn from 
you. 

1 think so. Part of coaching 
is—Larry Brown used to do this 
all the time; he's a Hall of Fame 
coach that I learned from—we 
would scout another team. Like 
New Mexico, I remember one 
year we scouted them. He liked 
the play that they ran. So he ran 
a play and we called it New 
Mexico, He saw another team 
run a version of the play with a 
little different wrinkle, so he 
kept changing New Mexico 
(chuckles) to the point 
[where]—one of our players, 
Jon Barry, who plays in the NBA, 
has a brother, Scooter—when 
the coach called out in practice 
New Mexico, Scooter, out of 
frustration, said, "Which New 
Mexico? We've got three of 
them." (Laughter) 

1 didn't come here to take 
anyone's job. I don't think Pm 
gonna be here for life. But the 
‘way I look at it... I'm not the best. 
coach, but we are the best basket- 
ball nation in the world, I've 
learned from the best coaches in 
the world, I've learned from Hall 
of Fame guys. I think, as much as 
I'm learning from the coaches 
down here, that I could contrib- 
ute something and that the PBA 
can be better off, and that the 
coaches can be better off. Again, 
Temphasize, І don't say I'm put- 
ting myself above the other 


or Vic to get jealous of Mark. We 
haven't had that. Or for the lo- 
cals to get jealous of the imports. 
Tm proud of my imports because 
they have fit in, I said this when 
I got here. I think everyone says 
the team that has the best im- 
ports wins. I don't think that's 
the case. I think the imports are 
a wash. They cancel each other 
ош, They're gonna get 20 points 
each. I'm trying to get my guys to 
understand that, if we win а 
championship, our success right 
now is [due in] big part [to] our 
locals. And it’s proven true. Our 
locals outscore our imports. 

People have been saying 
we should forget about bas- 
ketball because we're too 
short and too slow. 

1 think you should do every- 
thing. I think you should be well 
rounded. Basketball is a fun 
sport. It's been my first love, and 
there are so many people in the 
States that are crazy about bas- 
ketball because it's a game that's 
easy to fallin love with. I think it's 
healthy and reduces stress. It 
teaches you so many things about 
life, the competition. I talk about 
that with my players now. Most of 
themare prosand they've already 
established their life in college. I 
would always draw similarities 
between the hard work we do and. 
the hard work it’s gonna take to 
be successful in school and їп the. 
real world. One of the reasons I 
came here is because it's the No, 
1 sport. 

Have you observed any 
difference in the way we 
play basketball? 

You know, the first thing that 
hit me when I came here, I saw 
little kids playing basketball in 
the streer—little kids with little 


place. That's why Ра like to try... 
I think there can be a Filipino 
player in the NBA in the next 10 
years if continued emphasis is 
puton the coaching and teaching 
of the young kids. I'm gonna go 
help some youth groups with 
Ateneo, but 1 will volunteer my 
time to help young coaches and 
to teach them how to teach fun- 
damentals because Filipino ath- 
letes are quick enough and fast 
enough. There are a lot of guys 
in the NBA that aren't 7-ft-tall or 
6'6” and there's one thing about 
the Filipinos, they have speed. 1 
look at all these local and na- 
tional point guards, they're fast 
and athletic, And speed is the 
key... As a country you should do 
everything because basketball 
isn't for everyone. But think the 
‘emphasis is, sports does so much 
to help kids self-esteem, to keep. 
them off drugs, to keep them out. 
of gangs, to keep them head to- 
ward the right direction. It 
teaches them to be successful in 
life. Being able to win a champi- 
onship and the teamwork is no 
different from the teamwork you 
go through here when you guys 
are doing a story together, а 
project together. It's all the 
Same—the camaraderie, the 
commitment, the unselfishness, 
the dedication. 

There's a difference. 
There’s big money in bas- 
ketball. (Laughter) 

Yeah, but I think if you have a 
passion, money is not an issue. 1 
coached my last team, I gave ту 
owner $20,000. I gave him out of 
my pocket so we could stay oper- 
able. I never made one penny for 
six months' work, a lot of work. 
My phone bill was $400 a month. 
I'm making good money here 


that because I can take care of 
my little girls, my family. Most 
people who play basketball that 
have a passion for the sport, 
they'll do what they do and won't. 
doit for money. They'll have less 
success if they're doing it just for 
the money. 

Did you ever play for the 
national league? 

I got cut. I tried. I played a good 
college career. tried for the New 
York Knicks; Patrick Ewing and 1 
меге rookies together. He made 
it; I got cut. I got screwed (grins), 
but it was a great experience. I 
had a chance to play overseas or 
play in the minor leagues in 
America, but I also had a chance 
to get into coaching right away 
with a great coach in a great 
school—Seton Hall University in 
New Jersey with PJ Carlesimo. 
They went to the national cham- 
pionship game in 1988. 

How old were you when 
you started coaching? 

Fresh out of college, 23. My 
dad was a coach. He coached me. 
in high school, so I knew at a 
young age this was something I 
wanted to do. I wasn't sure if 1 
would do it, but it was in my 
mind. 

What's your favorite 
place in Manila outside of 
the gym? (Chuckles) 

1love walking around Makati. 
1 just don't get here much. It re- 
minds me of Manhattan. My fa- 
vorite place is Starbucks. I'm їп 
Starbucks every day. When Isaw 
a Starbucks in the Philippines, 1 
knew l'd be happy. 

Which Starbucks? 

Which street is it...? Emerald. 
1go there and I go to the one in 
The Podium... 1 take that back. 
My home away from home is 
Shangri-La, the health club. I go 
there and I work out every day 
and I relax... 

You haven’t been out of 
town? 

1 took my team on a two-day 
retreat to—I don't know if Im 
saying this right—Tagaytay? We 
went to the Highlands up there 
and had a little team-building 
retreat. We had some fun. I plan 
оп traveling. 

Are you a beach person? 

Yeah. 

How about for nightlife, 
where do you go? 

During the season 1 don't go 
out. After every game we go to 
dinner. We went to Pravda one 
night. I've gota couple of friends 
Ive met, Filipinos, so we stayed 
there and hung out for a little bit 
but I don’t have energy... 

Are the players also not 
allowed to go out during 
the season? 

Task them all not to drink dur- 
ing the season. I'm not their fa- 
ther, 1 don't make them, you 
know... (Laughter) 

Would you consider start- 
ing a family here? 

Yeah, that's up to God. 
(Laughs) Absolutely. I like it 
down here. I haven't thought 
about it if l'd stay here for the 
rest of my life, but if I meet the 
right person. 

How do you find the bas- 
ketball audience here? 

1 love them. They're great. 

Aren't they too wild? 

You could never get too wild. 
From the fans’ perspective, the 
crazier, the better. It’s just better 
for the sports. I called all my 


emonies. "There's 18,000 people. 
here. They've got dancers, sing- 
ers, you name it." 

Do you think we have a 
good chance at the gold in 
the Asian Games? 

1 don't know who the other 
teams are. I know China is the 
best. But my outlook at Filipino 
basketball, looking at the ath- 
letes—the speed, the quickness 
and the skills—there is a great 
size but there's good enough size 
to really be a factor and be опе 
of the better teams in Asia. 

There was a time when we 
were the best, until the Chi- 
nese outgrew us. (Laughter) 

Like anything else, the best 
players in the States come from 
the most populated areas—New 
York City, L.A., Chicago. China is 
the most populated country and 
that's why it’s pretty much demo- 
graphics. But I think the talent 
level, if Filipino basketball con- 
tinues to grow, I think they have 
а chance. 

I think the key is you gotta 
start with the youth. That's why 
Td like to... If there is a group of 
youth coaches here, I would love 
to do a clinic for them, and teach 
them and show them what I 
know. If they like it they can use 
it. I guarantee the things that I 
have that I've learned from other 
coaches, the drills, will help de- 
velop their players. 

Maybe when they read 
this they'll take you up on 
your offer. 

Ти helping Ateneo because 
they asked me to.

I was fired at 
UNLV (University of Nevada-Las 
Vegas). I spent 54% years there. 1 
got fired for something that's got 
nothing to do with basketball. In 
America, in college, they have 
very, very strict rules. 1 cannot 
buy my players a hotdog. I can get 
fired for that. I can't give them a 
dollar bill. If they're hungry, 1 
can't feed them. It's a reactionary 
rule that punishes the many to 
stop the few that may illegally 
pay players or buy them a car, 

One player we recruited was 
the best player in the country, 
Lamar Odom—he plays for the 
Los Angeles Clippers now. He 
came to me, and after three 
weeks I kicked him out of my pro- 
gram for personal reasons that I 
won't divulge. I don't wanna hurt 
him. But he couldn't live up to my 
standards. And after I kicked him 
out of the program, it came to 
light that there was a booster. A

She allows us to photograph 
her only after a shared lunch of sinigang 
with rice, washed down with fruit juice, 
“My pores have to wake up," laughs Jo Ann, 
who, it can be told, looks just as puffy and 
bloodless as the rest of us mortals when she 
wakes up. She is constantly on her 
cellphone, and she fills a small black diary 
with names and schedules, 

Today is Monday, and she is scheduled 
to do a pictorial with Barge Ramos. Tues- 
day is for a meeting with Bulgari for a 
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launch, then a fitting with Escada, Wednes- 
day will be an out-of-town shoot in Iloilo 
for a magazine, so she'll be back Friday, 
which is when I catch up with Jo Ann again 
аз а fitting finale for Frederick Peralta's 
Samsung show at the NBC Tent in Fort 
Bonifacio. 

She washes her porcelain face with soap 
and water and gets into her go-see uniform 
of skin-tight T-shirt and jeans. Jo Ann, sans 
make-up, can blend into the crowd. Just 
the way she likes it. 

But herein may lie the balance, how this 
beauty with brains keeps her size 8 feet on 
the ground. After the chaotic, adrenaline- 
charged gala show where 30 models sashayed 
to the strains of the Manila Philharmonic 
Orchestra, most of the girls got ready to do 
the weekend's maddening round of parties 
and clubbing. Jo Ann took us back home, 
where she put on her pimple cream and 
cozied up with a pulp fiction novel. She was 
on her way to dreamland just past midnight. 

“It was when I was first asked for my 
autograph in 1999 that I realized how im- 
portant keeping my privacy was,” Jo Ann 


says. "I need to keep my sanity, and to 
draw a line between my public and secret 
lives." 

She is 23 years old, and the picnic is far 
from over. Privacy is the time she lavishes 
on her boyfriend, her parents and sib- 
lings. Why does this famous face want to 
stay anonymous? For longevity or mys- 
tery? Why doesn’t she fit into today's stere- 
‘typical wannabe model mold? She doesn’t 
see the ramp as a cannon to propel her to 
instant stardom (or doom). She doesn't 
"want to become a VJ or a commercial 
model. She doesn't even aspire to join 
show biz, or end up as a trophy wife. 
Nope, she doesn't want iconhood either. 
She sees retirement after marriage as the 
supreme end of her financially satisfying 
brush with hype and glory. Asked when 
her happiest moment was, she says, "This 
interview happens to be it,” with real shy- 
ness and a wink for me to bring her off- 
the-record asides to my grave.

М good times or bad, artworks continue to be 
sound Investments. More so when collectors are 
given the opportunity to unload their treasures on 
the international market. When the buyers’ pool is 
more diverse and knowledgeable about art, 
Amorsolos and Magsaysay-Hos have a better chance 
of fetching top rates. 

Maria Clara A. Camacho, or Kim, makes that signifi- 
cant difference possible, 

Less than a year ago, she was appointed country 
manager and Philippine representative of Sotheby's, the 
topnotch international auction house. She has since 
brought to the world's attention Filipino masterpieces 
that most collectors hardly knew existed. 

Today, April 7, Sotheby's Singapore puts on the block 
several interesting Southeast Asian paintings, including 
а Hidalgo that won a medal in Europe, a Manansala, а 
Legaspi, and a Vitalis that the artist himself gave to a 
friend. There will also be two Amorsolos, one a land- 
scape and the other a Philippine scene. Manuel Rodriguez 
is represented with a painting, a rare one since he is 
better known as the father of Philippine printmakers. 

Sure to titillate bidders is a collaboration between 
HR Ocampo and Jose Joya, even as a Galo Ocampo 
depicting Balinese dancers will certainly offer stiff com- 
petition. All these were sourced by Kim, and she enjoins 
Manila's collectors to participate in today's auction, dis- 
closing that in the last one, "many Filipino masterpieces 
came back here, but with the added prestige of having 
been acquired from a Sotheby's auction." 

Kim, who's wife to Finance Secretary Lito Camacho, 
says she enjoys her work. "For starters, it does not get in 
the way of my family life. A lot of people I deal with do 
not even wake up before 11 in the morning, by which 
time, my husband has long gone to work, and the 
children to school,” says this mother of six. 

‘The work, she adds, also allows her to meet a lot of 
people and keeps her in constant touch with friends 
from way back. Indeed, Bacolod-born Kim is a very 
familiar face in Manila's rarefied circles, who may either 
be potential bidders or are looking for a quiet and 
dignified way to dispose of their family heirlooms. It 
certainly helps that Kim speaks intermediate Spanish 
and French, 

Bidding, she explains, isn't that complicated. "You 
сап be there on the floor where the action is taking 
place, you can be on the phone being updated by a 
Sotheby's representative, or you can submit a written 
bid оп an absentee bid form, with the auctioneer exer- 
cising the privileges that would have been accorded you 

you were right there on the floor." 

In an absentee bid, she points out, it's possible to win 
below one's bid price. "If the auctioneer begins at, say, 
$4,000 and then, at $6,000, nobody wants to bid against 
you anymore, you win it at $6,500, and you can keep 
the difference. 

One time, she recalls representing a client who gave 
a bid of $700,000. She got the item for only $390,000. 
She clarifies, however, that “the final amount should 
reach the reserve price, the minimum amount at which 
the owner would be willing to unload the item. If that 
price is not reached, he'd rather not sell.” 

But again, says Kim, “Some items do not have re- 
serve prices, which means they can go for a very low 
price. Even in the auction of magnificent jewelry, some 

ез can go for as low as HK$4,000. So, it’s not true 
that you have to be very rich to even consider bidding at 
Sotheby's." 

She adds that compared to our Asian neighbors, our 
period jewelry pieces are much better. "Maybe because 
ме were the first world travelers. And of course, when 
some Asian countries were still a jungle, Manila was 
already a bustling city.” 

She recounts how one necklace that came from the 
Philippines was given an initial estimate of $25,000 to 
$35,000. It was eventually sold for $70,000. "Which is 
to say that the market corrects an abnormal situation. 
Even if you put up an Amorsolo for only 2,000 Singa- 
pore dollars, the bid will definitely not stop there.” 

If Kim knows what she is talking about, credit it to 
her years of viewing, studying and later, acquiring price- 
less art. Asa student in Boston and Paris and a young 
professional in New York, she frequented galleries and 
museums and took up courses in the arts. 

‘As her husband's career brought them to various 
international locations, the couple started acquiring art 
every time they furnished their new home. Today their 
collection includes Korean chests, cherry wood cabinets 
and an Indian door from a house in Rajastan. 

Kim recalls that one of the first few antiques that 
they bought was an Ah Tay bed. The guy, she explains, 
"was an artist-craftsman who made beds in Binondo їп 
the 1860s. His beds are distinct, like they have a kalabasa 
where the post meets the bed. As it happened, Lito and 1 
were looking for a bed, and the owner of the antique 
shop said she had one at home. That turned out to be 
this Ah Tay bed. It was a large one, which was unique 
because he usually made small beds. We shelled out 
P10,000 for it in 1986. In 1989, I was told that kind 
‘would sell for P500,000. 


When the couple was stationed in the 
Philippines years ago, all they did on week- 
ends was visit artists in their ateliers in 
Angono, Pakil or wherever they could be 
found, says Kim. "We searched out the 
Baldemors, Pacheco, Blanco, Tam Austria, 
Danny Dalena and Bencab in Baguio. We 
‘would go to openings and make the rounds 
of galleries.” 

Kim says she buys a painting for only 
one reason: she likes it no matter who the 
artist is. "As a matter of fact, there are 
some artists whom I like, and some popu- 
lar artists that I don't." 

Among her favorites is Botong Francisco, 
"who is absolutely fantastic. He is really а 
Filipino artist. He has never traveled abroad 
and rarely ventured out of Angono. His art 
is so pure. It is really the product of his 
imagination, and not subject to any influ- 
ence. I guess if anyone ever asked me whose 
art is the most representative of the Fili- 
pino, ld say it would be that of Botong.” 

She is equally ecstatic when talking 
about HR Ocampo, Danny Dalena (whom 
she considers one of the most talented liv- 
ing artists), and a young graduate of UST, 
Melvin Culaba “from whom I bought a lot 
of pieces because he is incredibly talented.” 
‘The list does not end there. “1 have paint- 
ings of academic style like that of Hidalgo, 
and very modern ones like that of Zobel. I 
like Anita Magsaysay-Ho, Galo Ocampo, 
and, of course, Amorsolo.” 

Kim says an Amorsolo will always do 
well in an auction because he has a large 
international following. An Amorsolo would 
fall in the category of 40,000-60,000 
gapore dollars (1Singapore $= P27.61) 


with the larger pieces going for 60,000 to 
80,000 Singapore dollars. The museum 
pieces can go as high as 300,000 Singd- 
pore dollars, which was what his “Maid of 
Bataan” fetched. 

But Кип knowledge of the arts is just 
part of the reason that got Sotheby's to 
open a Manila office and appoint her as its 
head and representative. Kim knows the 
numbers side of the business, having gradu- 
ated from the Radcliffe College of Harvard 
University with an economies degree. She 
topped this with an MBA in the same insti 
tution, following a curriculum that em- 
phasized international business. Then, she 
had a summer of intensive French studies 
at Stanford, followed by a year at the 
Sorbonne in Paris where she earned a di- 
ploma for French language and culture. In 
New York, she put in a year of studying 
wines and spirits at the Waldorf Astoria. 

Always an overachiever, Kim was the 
champion of the 1972 Voice of Democracy 
National Oratorical Contest, for which she 
got a five-year educational grant from the 
Manila Electric Company. She went to UP 
Diliman for college, where she was bri- 
gade coordinator for the Corps of Cadets, 
a member of the UP Mobile Theater, and a 
top swimmer, having won four gold med- 
als in intra-university swimming competi- 
tions. 

Before her Sotheby's appointment, she 
had logged in an impressive business man- 
agement experience that includes stints 
with the Lopezes’ Rockwell Land Corpora- 
tion as its Director for Retail Center Devel- 
‘opment, and with the Yulos’ Carmelray 
Development Corporation as a Property 
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Development Consultant. 

Despite such qualifications, her ties to 
the high-profile Finance Secretary has 
drawn flak from some quarters. Would 
she have been appointed to the Sotheby's 
post if not for her husband's Cabinet posi- 
tion? A letter to the editor also accused 
her of taking advantage of her husband's 
connections. 

“It’s all part of the game,” Kim says, 
shrugging off the intrigues. “I simply rely 
оп my husband's strength. I also pray a lot 
and ask my friends and loved ones to in- 
clude us in their prayers.” 

She adds: “But it's funny how some 
people talk. Truth is don't even introduce 
myself unless I am asked how I'm related 
to Secretary Camacho. And then I say I'm 
his wife." 

Her children, Kim adds, “fortunately do 
not read the newspapers or watch 
newscasts. So, they're not aware of the 
controversial things hurled at our family.” 

Despite being surrounded by the world's 
treasures, she admits that her children re- 
main her greatest gems. With obvious 
pride, she names them: “Bea, who is now 
in Harvard; Lorenzo and Carlos who are in 
the International School; Anuncia and Jake, 
in the British School; and Simon, a kinder- 
garten pupil at the Esteban Learning 
Center. 

“In the changing fortunes of time, you 
can never go wrong with loving and car- 
ing for your family. And, of course, your

EPARATED by 22 degrees of latitude and 2920 

kilometers west of Manila, ! received the news of Fr. 

jeorge’s passing away by text message and telephone 
call, His death was not totally unexpected. 1 had said 
goodbye to him when I visited him on January 13, at 
the ICU of Cardinal Santos Hospital, two days before 1 
left for Indonesia. Although he was conscious, his eyes 
were glazed. They no longer glimmered with the light 
of this world nor were they focused on the here and 
now, but instead seemed to have their sights set on 
some shore more distant. 

Iwas to learn through e-mail about the circumstances of 
George's demise. It was as he would have liked it: at- 
tended by music, surrounded by people whom he cared 
for, and at home. 

Fr. Vitaliano R. Gorospe, “George” to most, was visited 
by some of his former students. They sang to him, and he 
clearly acknowledged their presence and signaled his de- 
light at their singing. ‘Then, while they were singing the 
“Salve Regina,” he expired, This was the afternoon of 
January 28. 

Fr. George loved music. Although he could never carry a 
tune, he was for many years the moderator of the Ateneo 
de Manila College Glee Club. He attended all their con- 
certs when he was able, and joined them in the many tours 
they had in the United States and Europe. Although he 
said the Glee Club did not really need him because Joel 
Navarro, the director and conductor, could provide more 
spiritual direction and inspiration than he did, the mem- 
bers thought otherwise. They cherished the presence of Fr. 
George, and he was equally proud of them. When Trina 
Belamide's “Tell the World of His Love" was chosen as the 
theme for Pope John Paul Ils visit during the World Youth 
Day in Manila, George tried to learn the song, words and 
actions, despite being musically challenged. 

But when it came to teaching, Fr. George was a master. 
For almost four decades, he was a commanding presence 
on the Ateneo Campus. Physically he did not stand tall like 
others but his loud, booming voice and his peals of laugh- 
ter were heard not just in the classrooms but in the depart- 
mental offices аз well. This vortex of energy would have 
ended much earlier if not for the timely intervention of Dr. 
Paul Garcia, and George believed it was a miracle that he 
experienced. A decade or so ago, he collapsed while teach- 
ing in class. Fr. William Kreutz rushed him to the hospital, 
and after a long operation to repair a tear in his aorta and 
months of recuperation, George was back again, teaching. 

While he was recuperating from surgery, I received a 
frantic call from Fr. Assandas Balchand, then the chair of 
the Department of Theology, to teach the classes Fr. George 
had, as there were but six weeks left until the semester's 
closing. George gave me free rein to look at his notes and 
other teaching strategies he used. His only instruction was 
to use them creatively and as best I could, and "please 
finish the semester for me" Then I found out what a 
careful and conscientious teacher George was. He had 
kept a file of 3 x 5 cards with the names and information 
about his students, some going back many decades. Some 
cards had been updated, for instance, if someone had 
gotten married or changed address. His class notes were in 
good order. Everything needed to teach a course, short of 
the taped answers to the oral exams, were all put down in 
writing. 
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George took his teaching job seriously, 
but his being a teacher even more seri- 
ously. This bond between student and 
teacher I saw in the older alumni, like Cesar 
Concio, who was his lifelong friend, George 
‘would drag me to Cesar's home by luring 
me with prospects of dining on puttanesca. 

Fr. George's academic interests centered 
on the practical. Perhaps it was the Посапо 
їп him, raised as he was in the mountains 
of Baguio. He did not care too much about 
speculative thought, but wrote on such 
things as violence, civil disobedience, Fili- 
рїпо values and so forth, In the 1970s, 
during a Sabbatical from the university, he 
traveled to South America where luminar- 
ies like Gustavo Gutierrez and Luis Segundo 
were expounding a new current of theo- 
logical thought, the theology of liberation. 
Returning from almost a year of study and 
observation, he and other faculty members. 
of theology introduced this trend to the 
Ateneo. It was a dangerous time to do so, 
because President Ferdinand Marcos had 
placed the country under martial law and 
any discourse on social justice and reform 
was suspect. But Fr. George saw theology 
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of liberation as а logical outcome of ће 
Catholic Church's social teaching, a theme 
that had preoccupied him since his youth. 

Fr. George and others were instrumen- 
tal in organizing the immersion program of 
the Ateneo, which involved sending stu- 
dents to rural communities for a short ре- 
riod of a week to а month to learn first 
hand about the life of the majority of Filipi- 
nos. Not that the students would become 
farmers, or activists advocating social re- 
form, but George believed Ateneans had to 
see how others lived. The typical student 
of the Ateneo, George described as insu- 
lated and isolated youth. They “have never 
crossed Katipunan Road on foot" Their 
life revolves around three-A's: “Ateneo, 
Alabang and America.” And these, he ob- 
served, are the people who will become 
the leaders of the Philippines, entering busi- 
ness, politics, media and the major institu- 
tions of the country. “If they do not know 
the Filipino, how can they lead?” he asked. 

But to achieve this project of immer- 
sion, George had to take the first step. 
With a number of faculty members in the 
Ateneo he spent а month among the farm- 
ers in Laguna, sleeping in their huts, going 
ош with them to their fields, and answer- 
ing necessity as farmers do in the vast acres 
of the Lord. His continuing immersion in 
the lives of the rural Filipino went on as 
long аз he was physically able. He spent 
weekends in Mount Banahaw where he 
discovered the religious dimension of the 
folk. He became fascinated with the differ- 
ent religious groups of Mt. Banahaw. He 
refused to call them “cults” because of the 
negative connotation of the term as fanati- 
cal, simplistic and deluded. He brought stu- 
dents with him and stayed In the peaceful 
retreat of Boy and Maria Montelibano, near 
the religious center of the Ciudad Mistica. 
His experiences on Mt. Banahaw were crys- 
tallized in the book "Banahaw: the Power 
Mountain.”

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Fr, George did not confine himself to 
the four walls of the classroom. Concerned 
about the growing gap between the infor- 
mation-rich and the information-poor, he 
put together a textbook which contained 
not only his class lectures, but generous 
quotations from Papal encyclicals, Vatican 
documents, pronouncements by Philippine 
bishops, and references to the Bible. He 
‘was concerned about other teachers in pro- 
vincial schools who did not have easy ac- 
cess to Church documents. 

I asked George once how he wanted to 
be remembered, and he said, "I want to be 
remembered as a teacher." As a priest, Fr. 
George was never known for elegant ritu- 
als, cloaked їп a cloud of incense, and cel- 
ebrated with the unhurried pace of those 
who set their clocks to the rhythms of the 
eternal. Rather he was known for the record 
time he celebrated Mass. "Hinihingal kami 
kapag si Fr. George ang nagmimisa” (Fr. 
George leaves us breathless when he cel- 
ebrates Mass)," students would joke. He 
was also known for his abbreviated ser- 
mons like: "How are you treating your 
mother? Happy Mothers’ Рау!" But when 
it came to dealing with his students or with 
his colleagues or with the farmers of 
Laguna, and the mystics of Mt. Banahaw, 
George would patiently listen, talk and 
laugh with them. Thus, he passed sur- 
rounded by people whom he cared for. 

For more than six months, Fr. Vitaliano 
Gorospe was shuttling between the infir- 
mary at the Jesuit Residence in the Ateneo 
de Manila campus and the hospital. His 
malady began with a loss of appetite and a 
pain in the abdominal area. A series of 
operations, which removed a blockage, did 
help improve his condition, but not much, 
He would fret when brought to the hospi- 
tal, and when I was last able to talk with 
him, he said, “I want to go home.” Home 
for him was the Ateneo and specifically the 
Jesuit Residence. Here he found the quiet 
spot for prayer, for writing late into the 
night, for answering e-mail messages he 
received in large numbers, or for crafting 
the latest model ship or train layout he was 

kering with. Here he listened to music. 
Here he sent his Jesuit brothers into spasms 
of laughter at the jokes he told for the nth 
time. Here George met God dally. Here 
George went home.

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Li VER wanted to buy something on-line only to discover the 

37 company didn't ship to the Philippines? Well, 31-year-old 
7g Paolo Abad of e-2-door.com (http://www.e-2-door.com) 
[theo your pain: The vice president, chief information officer 
"" and basically the guy who built e-2-door.com is presiding over 
a thriving Internet shopping concern headquartered in Pasig. 

"We have 4,500 members and are averaging well over a 
million pesos in sales every month," says Paolo, beaming. 
"What we do is basically allow Filipinos to shop over the 
Internet, from sites that don't ship to the country. We do the 
shopping for them.” The idea first came up in 1999, conceived 
by company president Monchu Garcia and his family, owners 
of Rayomar Management, a series of commercial shipping and 
cargo forwarding companies. Paolo had been a senior man- 
ager at a bank, tackling the riddle of Internet banking, when 
they approached him. In 2000, he became e-2-door.com's first 
hire. “I liked the idea and I was given the freedom to do 
anything I wanted," Paolo recalls. “I felt it could work because 
Filipinos love to shop and we already had the real world 
logistics to make it work." 

It would take him three months to turn e-2-door.com ‘from 
an idea on a piece of paper to an up-and-running company.” 
In October, e-2-door.com was launched. Customers were shy 
at first, but as Paolo continually tweaked the site to fit cus- 
tomer needs, the trickle of customers took on а broadband 
quality. Customers shop through the site, pay through a 
variety of means and can choose their own method of ship- 
ping. Paolo explains that the most popular sites are 
‘Amazon.com (for items aside from books and CDs), Yahoo.com. 
shopping, Gap, Old Navy, Nine West and Nordstrom. Busi- 
nesses order items in bulk from the company as well. "We can 
now buy items from the US, Canada, selected companies in the 
UK and will be adding more countries." 

It wasn't exactly dot.com heaven at the start. "At the 
beginning, I was squatting in another office and the company 
had one employee—me.” Today, e-2-door has seven employees 
and will most likely expand soon. “We're now planning to put 
up e-2-door Australia," Paolo reports. 

Despite the worldwide swoon of dotcoms, e-2-door is a 
bonafide Philippine success story. While e-2-door.com may 
not be the country’s first e-tailer, it is arguably the most 
successful—the company doubled its sales in the first two 
months of 2002—and Paolo doesn't plan to slow down. "Our 
ultimate goal is to bring true global e-commerce to all coun- 
tries outside major global markets like the US and the UK.” 
Not only that, but Paolo says they hope to eventually reverse 
traffic as well—use the site to open up Philippine merchants to 
foreign buyers. Paolo shipped a few answers to SIM about

HEN 1 finished high school in 
Я 1949, | had a crazy dream, and 
that was to become a priest. 


What was crazy about "dreaming to 
become a priest" when you were 18? 

Forty-three years ago, becoming a priest was 
a “big deal." Going to the seminary to become а 
priest was like enteringa mysterious world where. 
priests-to-be were made to believe that they 
were “tl less than angels," that they were set 
apart from therest of men, that they were “pure 
hholocausts to the Father" and so on, 

And all that was reinforced in the seminary 
through crazy rules like "no touching," "no par- 
ticular friendships," "no looking at pretty giris," 

по wearing of shorts," "no going to the mov- 
les," "no going home except once a year." And 
when at last you went home for vacation, every 
опе mistook you for an angel. The old maids 
would smother you with their pious encomiums, 
the young girls would claw at your angelic face, 
calling you "cute," while young men wouldn't 
touch you with a 10-foot pole for reasons no- 
body knew. 

When you were ordained at last, you ге- 
mained a kind of celebrity especially among no- 
vena devotees. They would mend your socks, 
wash your underwear, give you their first fruits 
and their last coin. They would keep you upona 
pedestal, untouchable, and defend you with what. 
remained of their lives, saying: “Yes, Father," "You. 
are right, Father," “Amen, Father" to everything 
you said. 

Now I understand why it was a crazy dream 
to become a priest when you were 18. Асап age 
when you worshipped heroes and dreamt of be- 
coming a hero yourself, what was more crazy 
than to dream of becoming "a little less than an 
angel," venerated by old women, adored by the 
pretty giris and envied by their boyfriends? 

Then carne Vatican II with Из "new image" of 
the priest. The new Image of the priest is опе 
that must come down from his pedestal, out of 
the convento and into the places of suffering and 
pain among the poorest of the poor, and to ex- 
perience what it meant to be a Suffering Servant 
in this century, 


When I was ordained in 1959, | had 
another crazy dream, and that dream was 
to become a “poor man's priest.” It was 
crazy because when most parents dreamt 
about their sons becoming millionaires 
before the age of 40, here I was dreaming 
of being poor even before I reached 30, 

Now that amno longer 30, but 69 (), 
I think I have also become a sort of clown 
trying hard to live а life exactly the oppo- 
site of what the worldly-wise expect. This 
"new Image" of the "poor man's priest" 
or the “maverick priest" or the "subver- 
sive priest" could have made any parent 
scold his (her) son out of his "crazy idea" 
of becoming a priest 

But! still believe that Flipino young теп 
and women today are capable of dream- 
ing crazy dreams too. | have seen them 
leave the comfort of their homes to join 
mission pilgrimages to tribal villages, refu- 
gee camps and city ghettos. have listened 
to them asking crucial questions on the. 
possibilty of total commitment, sacrifice 
and solidarity with the struggles of poor 
nations. [have joined them to places of suf- 
fering, enfleshing themselves among the 
depressed and oppressed, offering their 
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lives defending their crazy dreams of "new 
heavens and a new earth where truth, jus- 
tice and freedom prevail according to 
God's promise to his people.” 

If the young today want to be chal- 
lenged to come down from their Mount 
Tabor to be with the weak, the poor and 
the unwashed, why should the vocation- 
recruiter tempt young men to the priest- 
hood by attracting them with promises of 
Mount Tabor: air-conditioned seminaries, 
swimming pools, golf lessons, the good Ме! 

If being a priest essentially means be- 
ing broken and shared, and if being bro- 
ken and shared а concept diametrically 
opposed to our culture of grabbing, ac- 
quisitiveness and greed, to be a priest 
would necessarily mean to be subversive 
ofthe present order of things. The priest 
therefore who Is not subversive enough 
cannot be Eucharistic enough to challenge. 
the young man who is looking for a rea- 
son to offer himself totally—as bread bro-

children,

'HAT's what 82-year-old Arthur Campbell remem 

bers of his years in the Philippines during World 
War П, fighting with the Infantry at Aglaloma Bay 
in Bataan. “I trekked through those jungles, and 1 
felt like I walked with my hand in the hand of God,” 
says the tall, burly Idaho-born veteran with utmost 
earnestness. “Are you religious? Do you know what 
that feels like? I couldn't see the hand, but I knew I 
was holding on to it. I've never been a religious 
fanatic, ‘and 1 still am not, but that’s how I got 
through the war.” 

‘Campbell is back in the Philippines for the first 
time since 1942, when he was transferred from 
Tarlac, after surviving the Death March, to even 
more horrible conditions in Mukden, Manchuria, "I 
didn't know what it meant to be a slave until that 
happened to me,” says Campbell. “If I knew that, 
heck, if I had been alive in Lincoln's time, Г have 
been on the side of the slaves!” 

He had no hesitation about coming back here; in 
fact, Campbell is disappointed that some people 
who had contacted him in the US about telling his 
story are nowhere to be found now. He has tried to 
share his war stories with young people in the United 
States before, with little success; he is hoping some- 
body can do the job. "I used to have nightmares, but 
my brain has given up on remembering the bad 
things a long time ago," he says of his war memo- 

les. "Now I think about funny things." Funny? “Oh, 
things like getting your foot stuck in a hole when 
you're trying to run. Of course it was a terrible thing

at the time, but now it’s funny.” Campbell also 
recalls the time when the Japanese were poised 
to attack their camp — and one Filipino runner 
asked for the weekend off. 

Campbell, one of seven children, enlisted in 
the US Army at the age of 18. "I didn't have much 
of a choice then,” he recalls. “My father couldn’t 
feed all of us.” This was the time when “sugar 
was five cents a pound, but you also couldn't find 
a job if you paid for it.” In the aftermath of the 
First World War and its repercussions all over the 
world, the army was a refuge for many young 
American men in search of a career. 

Jt was a career Campbell would risk life and 
limb for. By the time he was reunited with Ameri- 
can troops in Hanqu, China in 1945, Campbell 
had won six Purple Hearts, each heart represent- 
ing a battle wound. Today, he can no longer walk 
straight from shrapnel embedded in his ankle. 
He was also pinned with a WWII Victory medal, 
the Philippine Liberation Medal, and many oth- 
ers. Upon his return to the States, he married his 
wife Frances and worked in the automotive in- 
dustry. They raised two daughters and a son and 
now live in Rockwall, Texas. 

Campbell is still studying the entire Balikatan 
issue to find out what's really going on. “Tve 
learned so much more about it in the last couple 
of days than I used to know.” Asked what he 
thinks of now when he remembers World War Il, 
Campbell laughs. “Гуе got a five-year-old grand- 
daughter who says it for all of us. Whenever I get 
my diabetes injection, she says. ‘Be brave, 
Grandpa. Be brave.’ That's all I kept telling my- 
self then. Be brave.” Alya B. Honasan

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Twas a time of madness and death, but also a time of 
courage, sacrifice and victory. The year was 1942; Japa- 
nese forces had pursued the courageous American and 
Filipino defenders to the Bataan Peninsula. There, the 
Americans and Filipinos were to stage a holding action 
even as General Douglas MacArthur was ordered by the 
War Department to leave the country. There, in the 
wilderness, they defended Bataan with whatever they had 
against an enemy that grew In number even as the Allled 
forces were virtually erased from the Asia Pacific region. 
There, they held out against disease, starvation and short- 
ages of ammunition; abandoned but never alone, Even as 
General Edward King surrendered to the superlor Japa- 
nese forces оп April 9, the men—to a man—never surren- 
dered deep inside. Yet the Fall of Bataan, the single 
largest surrender in American military history, was only 
the beginning of their travails, In what is one of humani- 
ty’s worst ordeals, thousands of Gls and Filipino soldiers 
were marched from Bataan to Tarlac in what is now 
forever known as the Death March, For those who sur- 
Умей the murderous trek, more suffering awaited at the 
camps, or on the “hell ships” that would transport them 
to other camps in other parts of the country, Japan or 
‘Manchuria. All around them was death, cruelty, sickness 
and insanity. Yet, somehow, they endured, remembering 
all the time the heroic sacrifice of the comrades who fell 
around them. In Palawan, more than 100 soldiers were 
burned to death by Japanese guards in the Palawan Mas- 
sacre. They all suffered, daily, and in every way imagina- 
ble. They would suffer for three long agonizing years until. 
the war's end in 1945. But their battles are far from over. 

‘They are the Battling Bastards of Bataan, aptly dubbed 
by an American correspondent, “We felt like bastards 
because we knew they had written us off,” says the 27% 
Bomb Group's Stephen Raymond, "but we never gave up." 
This vigorous spirit is embodied in the bastards’ motto, 
“No mama, no papa, no Uncle Sam and no one gives a 
damn.” Yet generations of free Americans and Filipinos 
‘owe them for their sacrifice. So we remember, and we 
honor. “I consider Bataan to be one of the greatest Ameri- 
can military victories ever,” explains Harold Bergbower of 
the 28" Bombardment Squadron, "because we delayed the 
Japs for four to five months and gave Macarthur time to 
prepare for his return.” To this day, there is no quit in 
these old soldiers. 

‘Nineteen surviving members of the Battling Bastards of 
Bataan are now in the Philippines once again to remem- 
ber fallen friends and to remind us of the cost of freedom 
and the meaning of sacrifice. Every single one of them is a 
hero with a story to tell. Here are three of the Battling 
Bastards, each with his own amazing tale. Sound the 
trumpets. Never forget the valiant living and the valiant 
dead, RSDV 


A Real 
Homecoming 


{Фр LOVE the Philippines. Being here is like coming 
home,” smiles Cpl. Ted R. Williams, back to these 
islands for the 21" time since the war ended. For Ted, 
being here made sense the moment he arrived. It was 
also the beginning of an extraordinary journey in every 
way for this unique soldier. Born Theodore Ralph 
Williams in 1921 in California, Ted joined the United 
States Marine Corps in 1940. He arrived in the Philip- 
pines on April 24, 1940—"my 19" birthday." He served 
in various capacities at the Cavite Navy Yards as a 
member of the Headquarters Company, Third Battalion, 
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They survived 
demoralization, 
starvation, and the horrors 
of war. On the 60" 
anniversary of the infamous 
Bataan Death March, three 
American Gls who survived 
the ordeal return to 
remember — and to remind 
us of the meaning 


of courage 


Fourth Regiment, USMC: orderly, chauffeur, 
Patrol Sgt., driver/mechanic. "In 1941, I 
was assigned ко a top secret RADAR unit on 
Wawa Beach in Batangas.” 

Beyond his duties, Ted loved the islands 
and got along well with the natives, despite 
being unable to speak Tagalog. Despite be- 
ing discouraged by his superiors, Ted bought 
а motorcycle and toured Luzon extensively. 
“The place was just beautiful,” he gushes 
even now. That beauty was torn apart when 
the Japanese struck hard at the Cavite Navy 
Yards that December as WWII hostilities 
got under way. Together with the other 
fighting men, Ted wound up in Bataan, 
helping move equipment to Corregidor un- 
til General King's surrender in April, 1942. 
What would follow would be trial after trial. 

Rounded up by the Japs, Ted and his 
fellow Marines held on to survive the hor- 
rific Death March, only to suffer in captivity 
at Camp O'Donnell, What stayed in his mind 
маз the ironclad will of the Filipinos who 
suffered along with them: “The Filipinos 
were taking the biggest beating, and I am 
very privileged to know many such brave 
Filipinos.” There was even one particular 
instance that remains with him today. "That. 
would be the day I walked into Camp 
O'Donnell after the Death March. We were. 
at a school in Capas and there, a 40-year- 
old Filipino lady and some girls came to 
hand out food to the prisoners in defiance 
of the Japanese. The Japanese captain didn't 
‘want her to do it and beat her up three or 
four times. But she still stood up to him and 
got her girls to pass out the food. The cour- 
age this woman had was just amazing." 

Aside from being moved around to dif- 
ferent prisons, Ted was stricken with dys- 
entery and began going blind due to mal- 
nutrition. In 1944, he was shipped to Moji 
in Japan to work the coal mines but his 
blindness resulted in his being assigned to a 
camp 15 miles from Nagasaki. "I remained 
there until the bomb shook the foundations 
of sanity.” After Japan's surrender, Ted 
found his way back, somehow, to California, 


After three years of “aimlessness,” Ted 
decided to charge forward into life. He 
earned an associate degree in Audio Engi- 
neering, worked for Sears, Roebuck and 
Company for 25 years and traveled con- 
stantly, He married thrice and enjoys time 
with his grandchildren. But that’s just the 
beginning. 

For someone who suffered greatly at the 
hands of the Japanese, Ted has forgiven Мв 
captors. Despite his blindness, he has writ- 
ten two books about those past days and 
continues to return to the country, ostensi- 
bly to visit good friends. Furthermore, he 
has striven to make a difference. In 1984, 
together with the late Capt. Louis Duncan, 
Ted helped found the Corregidor School, 
which he chairs. "We put it up because the 
children of Corregidor didn't have a school." 
‘The Corregidor School, which served as a 
memorial for the Fourth Regiment, will un- 
fortunately close down later this year. But 
that won't stop Ted. "We're going over to 
Mariveles and lend our support to one of 
the schools there.” 

Asked about the presence of American 
troops here now due to the Balikatan exer- 
cises, Ted is unequivocal in his answer. "I 
think it’s great. I personally wish that the 
Philippines were part of the US. I love the 
country. I find the people here the most 
human of all the people I've met.” 

Perhaps it is only proper then that the 
80-year-old Ted is back іп a country he 
feels at home in. Looking back through the 
mist of memory, he remains ever insightful 
and compassionate about all he has been 
through. "We never learn. It's not us, it's 
not the people. It's the politicians. They're 
totally inept. They have no idea what the 
ordinary person needs in this world. We 
don't need riches,” Ted А. Williams con- 
cludes. "We don't need fanaticism. АП we 
need is to be left alone to make a living and 
raise our children and raise our grandchil- 
dren. That's all we need in the world."

Memories 
of An Epic 
Adventure 


«єр DIDN'T miss anything," says retired 
'US Air Force Col. Karl H. Houghton, 

now 90 years old. “I saw every facet of the 

war, from the point of view of a POW." 

Lucky enough to have escaped serious 
injury, and with a long and fruitful postwar 
career in the Air Force and the aerospace 
industry, Houghton doesn't dwell too much 
on the pain and suffering of internment, 
although he saw more than his share. 
Rather, his stories portray the war in the 
Philippines as the epic adventure it was, 
complete with moments of high drama and 
even comedy. 

Born in Salt Lake City, Utah, Houghton 
studied medicine in Los Angeles. Serving 
his internship at the Army General Hospital 
їп San Francisco opened up the possibility 
of a military career, and after a period of 
training he received an officer’s commis- 
sion in 1936. In 1940, he asked to be as- 
signed to the Philippines where he became 
an instructor for medical officers of the Phil- 
ippine Army in Ft. McKinley, among other 
duties. 

When the war broke out, Houghton was 
ordered to Corregidor by way of Bataan. 
Не got there just in time for the bombing, 

“Christmas Eve of 1941 I sat on the beach 
at Hospital 1 and watched Manila's port 
area burn. Christmas morning 1 Биттей а

ride with some Marines to Bataan.” 

There he remained until the fall of 
Bataan. As a physician, Houghton's skills 
were useful to his captors, and he was 
moved from one prison to another: O' 
Donell, Cabanatuan, Bilibid, the "Hell 
Ships," Fukuoka and Inchon. His long- 
est stint - more than two years — was at 
Cabanatuan. 

“I got to know some of the Japanese 
intimately,” Houghton recalls, and his sto- 
ries confirm the idea that Japanese offic- 
ers on the whole tended to be much more 
civilized than the enlisted men. 

The Japanese commandant at 
Cabanatuan liked Houghton so much that 
he even left him his office furniture when 
he was reassigned. 

"In two and a half years, his replace- 
ment never figured out how to get the 
fürniture back from me without losing 
face," laughs Houghton. 

He also remembers Dr. Nogi, the chief 
Japanese medical officer at Cabanatuan, 
who lent him medical equipment and 
books, and who treated the prisoners hu- 
manely. 

"Without his help we would have lost 
a lot more people in Cabanatuan than we 
did,” recalls Houghton. After the war, 
the survivors of Cabanatuan were able to 
return the favor when they successfully 
petitioned the War Grimes Commission. 
for Dr. Nogi’s release. 

‘Asa doctor, Houghton was given more 
mobility than the average prisoner, and: 
was often brought to Manila for medical 
supplies. 

“А trip to Manila was an orgy of eat- 
ing," he recalls. “Filipinos would force all 
sorts of food on you on the train - eggs, 
chicken. They gave us so much food that 
we had to share them with the guards." 

When things started to look bad for: 
the Japanese, many POWs were loaded 
on the so-called “Hell Ships" and trans- 
ferred to camps in Japan and Korea. Com- 
pared with the relative security of the: 
camps, the transports were often targets: 
for Allied aircraft. And if the bombs didn't: 
get them, the cramped conditions and: 
shortages of food and water on the boat: 
would. 4 

“In those conditions, a minor wound: 
was a lethal wound. Those whose wounds: 
got infected died — hundreds of them." 

“Thad body lice on the Oryoku Maru," 
Houghton recalls. "They gave you some- 
thing to do in the afternoons - you'd kill 
them all.” 

But sometimes, they'd kill you. They 
carried disease, and Houghton lost a good 
buddy - Capt. McKinley Williams = to 
typhus. 

But he survived and landed in a prison 
camp in Fukuoka, and was eventually 
transferred to another camp in Inchon, 
Korea. 

“One morning, the camp commandant 
told us that an ‘inhumane’ bomb had been. 
dropped on Japan, and that the Emperor 
had declared the war over. He said, You 
are now officers and gentlemen again,’ 
and told us that we could leave as long as 
we each took one prison guard with us, 
‘The reason was we had to protect the 
guards from the Koreans, who wanted to 
kill them." 

Houghton stayed in the US Air Force 
after the war, and continued his involve- 
ment in aerospace research and develop- 
ment after retirement when he joined 
McDonnell-Douglas. 

On returning to Bataan 60 years after 
its fall, with American troops once more 
in Mindanao, Houghton has this to say: 
“I can't comment on Philippine politics, 
but we've had Moro problems the whole 
timelwashere" Eric S. Caruncho 
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
